SUIT AGAINST GEN. BEN BUTLER. 


The Publication of His Book the Cause of 
the Action by Boston Book makers. 
Bostox, Mass., Oct. 3—[Special. }]—Gen. 
Butler is to figure in another lawsuit, and one 
which will create more than ordinary interest 
even for him. It arises out of the publication 
of his book, which he is at present busy in 
preparing.- Elder & Wait, solicitors for the 
C. F. Jewett Publishing company, have filed 
in the Superior Court before Judge Lathrop a 
formidable looking legal document alleging 
that Gen. Butler had entered into a contract 
with the plaintiffs to publish his book, but 
that he had recailed the manuscript and sub- 
sequently contracted with other publishers to 
bring out the book. An injunction is asked for 
and an order that the General carry out his 
agreement with.the plaintiffs. Gen. Butler was 
seen at his office immediately after the docu- 
ent wae filed. Hesaid: “I don’t care to say 
anything about the matter until I do so when 
it comes before me officially.”” Mr. Elder, the 
lawyer engaged for the plaintiffs, said he had 
had a conversation with Gen. Butler about the 
matter and that the General alleged that Mr. 
Jewett, with whom he originally made the 
contract and who subsequently got into finan- 
cial difficulties, had broken faith with him, 
and that that was the reason why he had taken 
the publication out of the’ firm’s hands. The 
firm, on the other hand, claims that its 
position is not at ail affected by anything that 
may have happened to Mr. Jewett, and that it 
is perfectly willing to carry on the work ac- 
cording to the original agreement. Judge 
Lathrop has fixed Tuesday, Oct. 20, as the 
date for hearing the application for an injunc- 
tion. 


KANSAS TO CUT 1TS WHEAT ACREAGE. 


The Prevailing Drought Has Made Seeding 
Most Difficult, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Oct. 3.—[{ Special. ]—Pres- 
ident H. W. Sandusky of the Kansas Alliance 
Exchange, which has headquarters in Kansas 
City, Kas., thinks that the acreage in wheat 
for the coming year will be seriously 
in Kansas because of the lack of 
rain at the proper time. He says that had 
there been a general rain the last of August, 
or even as late as Sept. 15, the acreage would 
have been much larger with much better 
chances for a large crop next year than at 
present. He thinks that the farmers of 
Western Kansas are about to make a great 
mistake owing to the fact that rain has been 
scarce with them. The ground is hard to 
work and there seems to be an inclination to 
harrow the ground and seed it at the same 
time, which procedure Mr. Sandusky claims 
will have atendency, even with favorable con- 
ditions from now on, to cause a short crop 
next year. Speakingof the greatcrop of the 
present year Mr. Sandusky claims that if 
farmers obtain for their products what there 
really isin them there will be a general liven- 
ing up in the business world of the West. 


SECURES THE BIG LOUISVILLE BRIDGE. 


D. J. Mackey Obtains a Controlling Inter- 
est in the Stock. 

Lovuisvrue, Ky., Oct. 3.—It is reported on 
good authority that D, J. Mackey has secured 
control of the Kentucky and Indiana bridge. 
He wili take possession Nov. L He secures 
the bridge with all its terminal facilities, em- 
bracing the New Albany Belt and Terminal 
railway, the New Albany Street railway, and 
the New Albany and Portland Ferry rights, 
with its wharves, docks, landings, and one 
steamboat. The capital stock at present is 
$1,700,000, and in the deal it is understood that 
Mackey obtains 51 per cent of the stock. The 
terms, it is stated, are that President Mackey 
guarantees to pay the interest on $2,400,000 
worth of bonds, amounting to $129,000 per 
year, and a 4 per cent quarterly dividend on 
ali present stock, giving a total of fixed 
charges uf over $215,000. a year.

WANT RELIGION OMITTED 


EIGHT GRAND JURORS PROTEST, 
AGAINST THE REPORT SUBMITIED. 


Strictures on the Methods in Vogue at Fee- 
hanyille the Cause of the Protest— Evil 
Results Declared to Have Followed the 
Education ‘ Beeeived in This School— 
Other Features ef the Document—Rec- 
ommendations as to the Treatment of 
Youthful Criminals. 


The September grand jury concluded its 
sessions yesterday and submitted its report. 
While the document in a majority of matters 
discussed bore the unanimous approval of the 
grand jury the reference to religious matters 
resulted in the following, which was pinned to 
the grand jury report: 

We, the undersigned grand jurors, object to 
that Dart of the report which reflects upon any 
religion whatever. After the word “upon” the: 
words *‘ the Catholic religion” had been i 
and subsequently scratched out. To this note 
are appended the signatures of eight jurors, 

This note was called forth by the following 
statement in the report: 

The visits made to Feehanville and to Glen- 
wood convinced the gand jury that industrial and 

_ agricultural training schools are a practical means 
for the suppression and eradication of apparent 
criminal tendencies, but also created the impres- 
sion that they. can never become as effective in 
that direction as they would be were they made a 
part of the public school system and placed com- 
pletely under public control. 

Children are not proper objects of private char- 
ity, but should be treated as entitled to every fa- 
cility afforded them to become good citizens. 
This cannot be done in charitable institutions 
whether maintained by religious or secular or- 
ganizations. Besides, it ig questionable whether 
it is in accordance with the letter and spirit of 
our Constitution to make attendance upon any 
but a public school compulsory for any child. 


Methods in Vogte at Feehanville. 


Feehanville is a Roman Catholic institution, or, 
more properly speaking, a convent of a Roman 
Catholic order to which the incorporation of a 
board of directors consisting’ of Americaa citi- 
zens gives the appearance of a private institution. 
The men who are in exclusive charge of this 
school wear the garb of monks, and the schooling 
given to the inmates and the discipline to which 
they are subjected are those of a Roman Catholic 
clerical order, whose members have taken the 
vow of poverty and absolute devotion to the 
church. This fully explains the air of poverty 
pervading the entire institution and the preva- 
lence of the paraphernalia characteristic of the 
Romgn Catholic style of worship. The jury was 
informed that only the children of Catholic 
parents are compelled to participate in 
the religious exercises and instructions of the 
school, but there is no escape: for any 
inmate from becoming a constant witness and 
hearer at its peculiar religious exe:cises or devo- 
tions. Nor is there au opportunity to receive any 
but Catholic ministration, should any inmate re- 
quire such. The school is conducted entirely as 
a Catholic school. The text-books used contain 
more of Roman Catholic religious instruction 
than anything else, and but very little of the 
knowledge taught American boys in the public 
schools, There is notelling in how many cases 
the education in this school has developed all the 
evil results which follow the consciousness of in- 
herited poverty and degradation. 

Following the reference to the religious 
feature ofthe school, the physical coridition 
of the inmates received favorable comment, 
the report, setting forth that they appeared to 
be well clothed and well fed. A remedy for 
the existing state of affuirs is suggested in the 
following: _— om

Disposition of Veuthfal Offenders, 

The disposition of children arrested for 
petty offenses. is dwelt upen at length. In its 
review of the present condition of affairs in 
this regard the report says: — 

The jail was found to be crowded in every de- 
partment excepting that reserved for debtors, 
but otherwise in a very satisfactory condition. 
There can be no doubt, however, that Cook 
County has outgrown 
Criminal Court m 
jail and Criminal Court 
imperatively demanded in the interest of a more 
proper handling of criminal cases. This is par-. 
ticularly true of the jail, which lacks every facil 
ity for separating indicted prisoners from those 
who are merely held on suspicion, and of dis- 
tinguishing between prisoners held for trial and 
for punishment, The boys’ department is entirely 
devoid of every facility for the proper treatment 
of juvenile suspects and offenders, and serves 
in its present condition far more to promote than 
to suppress criminal tendencies in its inmates. 
There is a school kept in this department ander 
the auspices of charitable organizations. It 
might be well for the proper authorities to in- 
quire whether it would not be better to employ a 
teacher specially trained for this work and stand- 
ing entirely under the control of the public 
authorities. The practice of locking young boys 
into cells cannot be condemned too severely, al- 
though the present accommodations relieve the 
jailer from all responsibility in this matter. 

Facts That Are Startling. 


The great number of juvenile offenders with 
whom the grand jury was called upon to deal was 
simply startling and fully justified your Honor’s 
instruction to pay particular attention to this class 
of cases. It was quiteapparent from thecharacter 
of the evidence presented in most cases, resulting 
in a failure to indict, that this evidence had never 
been sifted by either a prosecuting or defending 
attorney. In some cases, particularly those of 
women and children, it appeared that agente of 
charitable organizations had taken some interest 
on the side of the prosect'tion, but in the majority 
the prosecution was represented practically by a 
policeman anxious for the conviction of the 
prisoner, while the latter waived exami- 
nation or pleaded guilty to a. petty 
criminal offense to escape punishment in the 
bridewell for disorderly conduct. Were an assist- 
ant to the State’s-Attorney as a proper repre- 
sentative of the people called upon to take cog- 
nizance of all violations of the criminal code be- 
fore they can be disposed of by the committing 
Magistrate the number of commitments to: the 
County Jail would be redaced considerably., Of- 
fenders would be dealt with far more promptly 
than is now the case. At thesametimé the tak- 
ing charge of. all criminal complaints by the 
State’s-Attorney’s office from the beginning and 
their prosecution by it in the preliminary trial as 
well as after indictment would lead to a better and 
more intelligent presentation of evidence before 
the grand jury. 

Public School System Criticised. 

The stories told to the grand jury during this 
session about the misdeeds and crimes of yery 
young boys, ranging from 9 to 15 years of age, and 
of young men below 21, all go to show that these 
juvenile offenses are in most cases due to the ab- 
sence of proper parental or educational influences 
and to the imperfection of our public educational 
system. Our public schools are managed without 
prover consideration for the children of poverty 
and crime. 

The jury returned indictments against Will- 
iam Dalton and Thomas Higgins for con- 
spiracy to accuse Isaac Keim of arson in set- 
ting fire to Siegel, Cooper & Co,’s establish- 
ment on State-street.

Alleged Brutal Treatment of a Sealing 
Schooner’s Seamen. 

Saw Francisco, Cal:, Oct. 38.—The sealing 
schooner Edward E. Webster, Capt. McLean, 
arrived in. port today after an absence of 
seven months. According to the story told by 
some of the sailors the Webster was joined off 
Copper island on July 24 by the gchooner 
Hamilton Lewis, commanded by a 
brother of Capt. McLean and a _ joint 
raid was made on the roakeries.

A letter was _re- 
ceived by Foster & Co, today, saying 
the schooner Nicolini, which sailed from San 
Francisco two years ago on a whaling cruise, 
was fast in the ice off Point Franklin, and 
will not be able to get out until next summer. 
A report had previously reached this city that 
the crews of the schooners Grampus and Amy 
D. Hume, together with that of the Nicolini, 
had been massacred by the natives, but -the 
letter today puts an end to the rumor.

NARROW ESCAPE OF OFCUPANTS OF 


THREE WEST SIDE STRUCTURES. 


petition for Florence Maybe c | " ; , Driven from Their Beds at an Early Hour 


This Morning, They Finally Succeed in 
Reaching the Street in Safety—Two Lit- 
tle Children Rescued from Death by a 
Watchman — Residents of Neighboring 
Buildings Remove Their Effects to 
Places of Safety—Loss $5,000. 

Fire broke out in a row of two-story frame 
houses on West Randolph street, near Des- 
plaines, shortly before 2 o’clock this morning. 
The structures are at Nos. 185, 187, and 189 
West Randolph street. Over George B: 
Tiark’s commission house at No. 185 lives 
George Salinger, his wife, and two little 
children, a boy‘and a girl. The building filled 
with smoke in an instant, and Salinger and 
his wife,in the terror and bewilderment of 


the moment, jumped from their bed and made 


their way with difficuity to the open air. 

William Meyer, a watchman, who. saw the 
fire first and gave the alarm, returned in time 
to help Salinger and his wife out of the house 
and to rescue the children, Ali had to leave 
their clothes behind in getting out of the 
structure. 

In afew minutes the frame building was 
blazing from top to bottom, as.werd the other 
two buildings. The occupants of the other 
structures also had to hurry from their beds, 
flame and smoke making it difficult for them 
to find their way into the street and rendering 


‘it impossible for them td save anything save 


the night clothes they wore. 

The flames made their way through all the 
buildings to the rear and communicated to 
the stable in the rear, where a number of 
horses were kept. 


Neighboring Buildings Threatened. 

The mass of flame in the rear of the three 
buildings and in the stable mads the fire look 
exceedingly dangerous for the. numierous 
frame houses in the vicinity and a second 
alarm was turned in. With the help of the 
newly arrived engines the fire was prevented 
from spreading and was soon after extin- 
quishea. 

Excitement ran high among the occupants 
of the many frame houses adjoining the burn- 
ing buildings. The blazing structures made 
easy fuel for the flames. Furniture and vari- 
ous household’ effects were moved 
into the street, and the sidewalks 
on Randolph, Halsted, and Eagle 
streets were lined with miscellaneous articles 
that had a half-hour before formed part of 
the belongings of many households. 

The fire started in Witte’s harness-shop at 
No, 187. Louis Brewer and his family lived 
overhead and had considerable difficulty in 
making their escape owing to tne dense 
smoke, They got out without injury, how- 
ever. 

August Hanke, his wife, and two little girls 
were among the roomers in Fred H. Ehlert’s 
boarding-house at No. 189 Randolph street. 
When they were awakened the house was 
filed with smoke and they could hear the 
crackling of the flames in the adjoining 
house. Mrs. Hanke became faint from fright 
and smoke so that her husband had to almost 
carry her down the stairs to the street. 

| Remembered Her Children, 

She had -scarcely taken a breath of fresh air 
when she remembered her two children. She 
had left them in the room above. She at once 
began to cry frantically for some one to save 
her babies. Officer Schlinger of the Des- 
plaines Street Station, hearing her cries, 
without waiting to hear more rushed up to the 
room through the’ bli 

By this time Mr. Hanke, who had taken his 
wife to a neighboring house, returned, and 
managed to save some of theirclothing- The 
building in which he lived was a two-story 
frame, and was occupied as a saloon and 
rooming establishment by Fred H. Ehlert. 
There were about ten roomers, but all escaped 
without trouble save Hanke and his family. 

The fire quickly spread to a two-story barn 
in the rear of Ehlert’s boarding-house, and in 
spite of the efforts of the firemen. the whole 
upper story was soon a mass of flames. Sev- 
eral horses were in the lower part, but they 
were all saved. Mag 

In searching some of the rear rooms, where 
the fire and smoke were mos: dense, Officer 
Hannamon was partially overcome, but scon 
recovered upon’ being carried into the fresh 
air. 

All three of the buildings were destroyed al- 
most beyond repair. Theloss on the struct- 
ures, stock, personal affects, etc., will proba- 
bly be from $5,000 to $10,000. 

Another Early Morning Blale, 

Fire early this morning did about $5,000 
damage at Driffin’s coal-yard at Forty-fifth 
and Wallace streets. The flames spread 
to @ vacant house next to the yard 
and a: second alarm was turned in. The va- 
cant house was destroyed, but the flames 
were prevented from spreading. 

Mr. and Mrs. Blake until yesterday noon 
lived at No, 331 West Randolph street. They 
tried to exterminate the cockroaches by the 
use of gasoline, and accordingly saturated the 
walls, ceilings, floors, and furniture with the 
volatile explosive. It worked all right until 
they reached the kitchen. Here the kitchen 
stove interfered by causiug an explosion that 
broke all the window-glasses in the neighbor- 
hood and set fire to the house. Mr. and Mrs. 
Blake had barely time to escape through a 
window. They are badly but not seriously 
burned,

Refused to Revéal .Confessional Secrets. 


A case yesterday was lodged before 
the Paris Court of Appeals by M. 
Huqonin, Bishop of Bayeux, which is of the 
greatest possible interest to all the Catholic 
priests in France, and, indeed, in 
its way, of more or less _ interest 
to the brotherhood throughout the world 
wherever the Catholic religion is known. A 
week ago the Judge d’Instruction issued an 
attachment against a woman as witness in a 
case againsta private individual, and the 
woman claimed to be the wife of a man named 
Calvados. The curate of Pont Farcy was 

uestioned by the justice on the confidences 
that the woman had made to him; but the 
priest, intrenching himself behind the secrets 
of the confessional, refused to answer. The 
judge intervened, but could not overcome the 
priest, whose resistance was founded on 
the assertion that he would lose, 
and with good reason, the confidence of his 
parishoners from the moment when they sup- 
posed he would violate the secrets which had 
been given him by virtue of his cloth. The Judge 
condemned the curate to a fine of 100 francs, 
which is the maximum penalty allowed by 
the law against a defaulting witness. On the 
formal order of the Bishop of Bayeux an ap- 

has been lodged by the curate before the 
ourt uf Cassation. This is the first time the 
Supreme Court will have occupied itself with 
an ecclesiastical question arising from an or- 
dinary trial. 
Honors to a Dead Officer. 


This morning the remains of Gen. Lassalle 
were removed from the Church of St. Clotilde 
to the Hotel Des Invalides and the 
incident was made memorable by 
the extraordinary military honors that 
were pai to the dead officer. 
The Minister of War decided that these honors 
should be rendered during the ceremony, out- 
side as well ae inside the building. A distinc- 
tion that is absolutely exceptional, it never be- 
fore having been given under similar circum- 
stances. The cortége formed at 
the: Church of. St. Clotilde at 10:30 
o’clock- this morning, and consisted of a 
funeral caf bearing the remains, another 
conveying the members of the family, a 
brigade of cavalry, a deputation of officers 
from all.branches of the military serv- 
ice, and the military Governor of 
Paris. The remains were received at the 
entrance of the Hotel des Invalides by Gen. 
Arnoux, Commandant of the Invalides, who 
was surrounded by his staff. The religious 
ceremony commenced at 11 o’clock in the 
Church of St. Louis, and at the close of the 
service the body was bruught back to the 
entrance of the gardens, near the rail ‘ 
and the troops were marched past it. 
body was then conveyed to the chapel and 
laid in a crypt which had been set aside for it 
above the tomb of Gen. Sumpt. The Gov- 
ernor of the Invalides and the family of the 
deceased, as well as the persons called upvn to 
sign the official report, were alone permitted 
to gccompany the body as far as the ory 
President Carnot, the Minister of War, 
Freycinet, were represented. The ceremony 
wasa brilliant and impressive affair. All 
fashionable and political Paris wcre present.

Just Beeause She Was Russian.

Spanish Tyrants Leagued with Cuban 
Brigands end Kidnapers. 

New York, Oct. 3.—|Special.]|—Spanish 
officials in Cuba in league with Cuban brig- 
ands. Men sent from Spain to administer the 
affairs of the ‘‘ Beautiful Isie”’ joined with 
miscreants who rob, burn, and kill. This is a 
startling condition of things. The execution 
of Don Eustasia Mendez at La Cabana castie 
in Havana today for the crime of kidnapiny 
and the fact that others of his own class 
are implicated with him proves it. It is an- 
other lipk in the long chain of hardship to 
which the natives of the “‘Queen of the An- 
tilles ’’ have been subjected. Ever sinve their 
failure to rid themnsélves of the Spanish yoke 
they have beeh at the mercy of unscrupulous 
ahd conscienceless men. Their woes have 
been many, and there has existed a great deal 
of sympathy for them in this country. it was 
known here that they were plundered and op- 
pressed by their Spanish rulers, but it has 
never been thought that they were forcibly 
robbed. 

From information furnished to Tax Txt- 
ung it appears, however, that there has ex- 
isted in Cuba for a lung time a combinatian 
between a number of the officers of the army 
of occupation and the bandits who infest the 
island.

HUBBELL’s PRIMARY BATTERY, 
A New York Electrician Makes an Im- 
provement of Great Moment. 

New York, Oct. 3.—[Special.|—To make a 
primary battery that will run uniformiy and 
powerfully for at least ten hours without re- 
charging has long been the ambition of many 
an electrician of high rank in the scientific 
world. Judging by an exhibit made today at 
No, 61 Broadway before a number of experts, 
C. J. Hubbell has secured the prize. A primary 
battery is merely a generator of electricity 
by means of celis, in which an decid sete up a 
current by dissolving a metal. Zinc is the 
meta) and sulphuric acid the acid most. com- 
monly usea. The zinc is eaten or burned up 
and the ashes are found to be sulphate of 
zinc. in most batteries the, deposit of this 
sulphate on one of the poles of the battery so 
increases the resistance to the passage of the 
current that less and less is transmitted, and 
finally the whoie flow is cut off. It is this 
gradual diminution in the battery’s strength 
and its final stoppage which make or- 
dinary. forms of the primary  bat- 
tery unsuitable to creating light or 
driving a motor, in both of which 
duties a uniform current must be maintained 
fora considerable length of time. Though 
these difficulties have been overcome by sev- 
eral inventors the cost of their devices has 
rendered them useless for commercial pur- 
poses, while their acids have been noxious 
and have caused the loss of too much time in 
cleansing and recharging the cells. — 

The display made by 
a practical test of his batteries in a way that 
any observer could understand without know- 
ing anyth ng about electricity. A number of 
four, six, eight, and twelve cell batteries were 
on view, each cluster of cells being compactly 
incl ina box. When the covers of 
boxes were shut close down the cells were put 
out of action. There was then no waste and 
no current was generated. The lids fitted 
telescopically into the boxes and on raising 
them several inches the current was instan- 
taneously produced. The box, or battery, 
could then be carried around anywhere with- 
out interfering with the current or spilling 
any of the fluids inside. The greater 
number of cells the stronger the battery.

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A KINGSTON (NK. Y.) SAVINGS BANK 
ROBBED BY ITS OFFICERS. 


The Two Thieves in Jail, While Depositors 
Roam the Streets Indulging in Threats 
of Lynching—False Statements Made by 
the Trnstees—They Say That They Weré 
Deceived by a Most Ingenious System 
of False Bookkeeping—Something May 
Be Paid the Victima, 


Kixaston, N. Y., Oct. 3.—When Treasurer 
James E. Ostrander of the Ulster County Sav- 
ings Institution was|arrested two weeks ago 
for stealing $75,000 from the bank there was 
little thought that another was implicated in 
the crime and that nearly halfa million had 
been taken. 

This morning the doors of the bank were 
closed and the public informed that it was in 
charge of Bank Superintendent Charles M. 
Preston. Expert examiners have been at 
work since Tuesday, and have found already 
that the enormous sum of $463,000 has been 
stolen by Ostrander and Matthew T. Trum- 
pour, Assistant Treasurer, and it is feared that 
the stealings will reach over that aniount. 
At midnight Superintendent Preston swore to 
a complaint charging Trumpour with perjury 
in swearing to false statements contained in 
the July report of the bank to the banking de- 
partment, and Trumpour was arrested at 
his house. He had his clothes all packea up 
and was preparing to fleé from town. He was 
locked up. | 

Ostrander was arrested about two weeks ago 
for embezzlement, and was under bonds for 
$20,000, and his bondsmen last night turned 
him over to the sheriff and he was locked up. 

The prisoners were arraigned this, after- 
noon, They asked for an examination, which 
was set dcwn for Monday morning at. 10 
o’clock. They were taken back tojail. The 
streets have been filled with excited men all 
day. Threats have been made to burn the 
jail where the two thieves are confined, and 
the fire department will remain onguard until 
the turmoil subsides. 


The system adopted by Ostrander and 
Trumbour, the latter being fully cognizant of 
the steal and assisting in concealing it for the 
purpose of swindling the depositors, and hid- 
ing the theft which grew by degrees. was most 
ingenious, and for twenty years has baffled 
the skill of expert examiners in the employ 
of the State. In carrying it out deceit and 
perjury have been frequently and effectively 
em ployed. 

The Ulster County Bank has long been con- 
sidered one of the safest institutions in the 
State. The people had great confidence in 
the institution, and the deposits, from $546,- 
873.14 in 1867, ran up to $2,196,070.33 in 1873. 

When Ostrander was arrested there was 
a great run on the bank for three days, but 
the other banks came to the rescue of the 
Ulster County Savings Institution, and the 
trustees made a statement showing that there 
was a surplus of §247.000. The statement 
ed by such well-known men as 
Judge Alton B. Parker, Gen. George H. 
Sharpe, Judge William S. Kenion, Postmaster 
Noah Wolven, J. W. Searing of the Kingston 
Leader, and other reputable citizens, had a re- 
assuring effect, and the depositors who drew 
out their money brought it back. 

Statement of the Trustees, 

The statement which was given out Sept. 19, 
after thanking the other banks for the assist- 
ance reudered, said to the depositors: 

We know that we cannot.drive you. Our assets 
are intact and open to inspection.

The feeling against the trustees who signed 
the staternent is bitter in the extreme, and 
Parker, Sharpe, and others are characterized 
as thieves for making the capserrers believe 
the bank was solvent when they shauld have 
known its condition. That they were guilty 
of criminal negligence there is no question. 
First Vice-President N. F. Brodhead, who was 
in executive charge of the bank, also comes in 
for his share of censure in signing the state- 
ment and in allowing the people to deposit 
their money. 

Brodhead was one of the popular young men 
of the county, being elected County Treasurer 
last fell, which position he now holds, and 
every one in the county had the most implicit 
faith in his trustworthiness, all of which is 
now shattered by the unfortunate turn of the 
aZairs of the bank. 

It is said a number of the bonds which the 
trustees mentioned in their statement were 
hypothecated in New York by Ostrander and 
Trumpour. Another method mentioned was 
that deposits in many cases were entered on 
the bank’s register for only half and one-third 
the amount received, while thé entries in de- 

sitors’ books were for the full amount, the 

ifference being taken by the thieves. 


Why They Surrendered the Bank.

Further search resulted in 
the recovery of the father and the boy, whose 
remains Were conveyed to the house only to 
add to the poor wife’s anguish. 

An .éxamination oftne bodies was made, 
but nothing revealed to throw any light upon 
the subject that would tend to clear away the 
mystery. When asked how her hus left 
the house this morning, Mrs, Hamlin said: 
“He arose early for a walk with our two 
daughters and asked me to accompany them, 
I told him I was not wy fe and preferred 
not to go. He replied if that was my 
reason he would not leave. I told him to go 
and he assured me that he would remain away 
but a short time, I am sure it was accidental.” 

Hamlin is described asa man of many 
noble traité of character, and was a member 
of the Knights of Honor. Whether i 
sponsible forthe drowning of himself and 
children or not will never be known, but if he 
committed the rash act of family destruction 
it will be attributed only to his failure in busi 
ness and reduced circumstances,

It is doubtful whether there are any other 
railrcads man in such a very dark-lantern 
manner as Gould’s Missouri Pavific, the con- 
trol of which is in the hands of quite so 
emall a family coterie, but neverthe 
less the investor before buymg any 
railroad stock which has already had a very 
sharp advance, should learn something about 
the property, and more particularly about 
the chacteae of the men who control it.

Whatever he the flucthations from day 
to day or from week to week the general ten- 
dency of values 18 nowand probabiy will for a 
year or two continue to be toward higher 
values. 

The bopd market has thus far been neg- 
lected and perhaps will not have an important 
general advance until money flows back_to 
this center from the interior.

. Protection for Draw- Bridges. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 2,—[Editor of The Tribune. ]—As 
recent events have again directed attention to the 
still uaprotected draw-bridges I will state that, 
having during the last three years devoted much 
careful study and experiment in the marter of 
gates for bridge approaches, | have brought to 
view some essential points which may be of inter- 
est to the general public. Asa result of the most 
thorough examination of the variety of devices 
and methods resorted to to provide a practical 
and safe gate I have reached the conclusion 
that the only pioper line of movement 
for such gates is a perpendicuiar one. 
The gates, when not needed for 
protection, should rest ata proper distance above 
the roadway, because that space isnot needed 
and cannot be utilized for any other p and 
from that int no power except gravity is re 
quired to close the gates. Such gates are a 
less dangerous than those moving into ition 
from any other int, because farthest from oc- 
cupied ground, Any gates coming up from the 
ground or from side of roadway are in immediaté 
contact with ground that may be occupied at the 
time movement commences. While such gates 
would afford general protectién, they must oc- 
casionally proye a source of danger, for 
the man who would drive on to a mov- 
ing bridge would as likely to 
drive in front of a moving gate. Moreover, a gate 
that occupies no space in any direetion outside the 
plane of the end of bridge presents a more comely 
appearance than others. in perpendicular 
moving gates an extremely light barrier, uader 
direct control of the ietdeetender, can be let 
down in advance of the main gates, simply to 
hold in check the on-going travel until the bridge 
is cleared and the main gates are in position, thus 
rendering the movement of the main gates abso- 
lutely safe.

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AN ERRING CHICAGO CASHIER COMES 
TO GRIEF iN NEW YORK, 


He Steals $2,500 from HB. M, Marks & Co. 
of This City and Goes to Europe with a 
Young Woman—Returning te America 
He Is Captured by Detectives—A Mem- 
ber of a Highly Respectable Family— 
His Companion Now a Chorus Girl. 


Two cashiers, a young man and a young 
woman, left their employers and the city 
rather suddenly one pleasant day last June. 
The young man als left a shortage in his ac- 
counts to the amount of $2,500. Nothmg was 
heard of them until Friday, when the young 
man was arrested and isthow in the Tombs 
prison, New York, awaiting the arrival of an 
officer from Chicago to bring him back. 

Both ec: shiers are said to be of highly re- 
spectable families, but as they were living 
under assumed names their identity has not 
been fully established. Henry M, B rnes was 
the name the young man passed under and he 
was empicyed by H. M. Marks & Co., No. 187

He was always on time at his 
desk, and they thought they had a prize in 
their cashier up to the time he disappeared, 
when they discovered that he had been steal- 
ing on an average a little over $600 a month. 

oincident with the employment of Barnes 
by H. M. Marks & Co., the young woman 
mentioned took a situation with Pitkin & 
Brooks, She wasasortof assistant cashier, 
and when she left her books could not be 
found and it is supposed they were destroyed. 
It is not thought. however, she is guilty 
of any crooked work. 

Barnes and his erstwhile sister boarded at 
No. 213 Dearborn avenue. They had been 
there but a few weeks when the landlady 
became suspicious of their actions. She 

uestioned the girl, who confessed that 
rnes was not her brother. “‘He is my hus- 
band,” she said, * but if it becomes known at 
the store that I am. a married woman I will be 
discharged.

MONEY IN THE DAIRY BUSINESS, 


It Is Almost Double the Amount Invested 
in Banking, 

American Analyst: There are $2,000,500,000 
invested in the dairy business in this country. 
That amount is almost double the mouey in- 
vested in banking and commercial industries, 
It 1s estimated that it requires 15,000,000 cows 
to supply the demand for milk and its prod- 
ucts in the United States. To feed these eows 


The agricultural and dairy machine imple- 
ments are worth $200,000,000. The men em- 

loyed in the business number 750,000, and the 
Soones are over 1,000,000. There are over 12,- 
000,000 horses all tola. The cows and horses 
annually consume 30,000,000 tons of hay and 
nearly 90,000,000 bushels of cornmeal, about 
the same amount of oatmeal, 275,000,000 bush- 
ela of oats, 2,000,000 bushels of bran, and 30,- 


brewery grains, sprouts, and other questiona- 
ble feed of various kinds that are used to a 
great extent. 

It cosss $450,000,000 to feed these cows and 
horses. The average price paid to the labor- 
ers necessary in the dairy business 1 prob- 
ably $20 per month, amounting to $180,000,000 
a year. The average cow yields about 460 
gallons of milk a year, which gives a total 
product of 6,750,000,000. Twelve’ cents 8 
galion is a fair price to estimate the value of 
milk at, a total return to the farmers of 
$810,000,000, if they sola all the milk as milk, 
But 5 per cent of their milk is made into 
cheese and butter. It takes 27 pounds of milk 
to make one pound of butter, and ten pounds 
to make one pound of cheese. There is the 
same amount of albuminoids in 8}¢ pounds 
of milk as there is in one pound of beef. A 
fat steer furnishes 50 per cent of boneless 
verte 1.000 powude each, to produce ths 
weighing 1, pounds produce t 
same amount of nutrition as the annual milk 
product does.

A Queer Creditor’s Bill Against the City 
Prosecator. 

Henry G. Emmel, a contracting calciminer 
at No. 500 Wells street, yesterday filed a cred- 
itor’s bill for $271.92 against Stephen 4.

BURNED BY FLUOHYDRIC ACID. 
Singular Accident toa South Side Young 
Woman, 

A very singular accident occurred Friday 
morning last to a young woman on the South 
Side whose home is at No. 38382 Stanton ave- 
nue. 

She was engaged in china-painting and had 
applied some fluohydric acid to remove some 
colors which had been injured in firmmg. About 
an hour after thisshe experienced a burning 
sensation under her finger nails, and dark 
lines formed, crossing them transversely. 
The sensation of burning pain becom- 
ing more soyere Physi- 
cians and Bassett of Aldine 
sguare were consulted, but they were unable 
to offer any rvlief. Various druggists in the 
neighborhood were visited, but none of the 
remedies ongereted proved ‘of any avail. The 
pain incre until it became an excruciating 
torture, almost beyond endurance, continuing 
allday and night. The upper part of the 
fingers affected turned wh‘te, the flesh hard- 
ened, and all sensation left. 

What makes the case more remarkable is 
the fact that the young woman, knowing the 
pao character of the fluid acid, had 

careful in its handling and was not aware 
that the * te TF particie had touched her 
fingers. ‘Mr. N. Gray Bartlett, the weil-known 
chemist of the South Side, says that it is possi- 
ble that the fumes of the acid alone may have 
done. the mischief. Among the numerous 
physicians and chemists consulted by a re- 
porter none was found who had ever 
had .a similar case, but all __testi- 
fied to the extremely dangerous charac- 
ter of the acid. Dr. ng, the chem- 
ist of the Chicago College of Pharmacy,thinks 
the only reason more accidents of this nature 
have not occurred is *because the drug has 
only recent! iy been used by amateurs in china 
painting. hen used by professional etchers 
every possible precaution is taken.

Great Accumulations. of Gold—How They 
Came te Be Made—rnée Yellow Metal 
Only Employed for Ornament—Silver 
Utilized for Money~Precious Metals in 
the Bible—The Diamond Probably Un- 
known tf the Time of Moses.

It seems probable that the diamond was 
not known in the time of Moses,” said Miner- 
ologist H. L. Preston of rochester to a Wash- 
ington Star reporter. “The word transiated 
diamond’ or ‘adamant’ in various parts of 
the Bible signifies simply a very hard stone 
end ry 

would be equally applicable to many other 
gems. Diamonds’ were certainly koown at 
a later period among the ancients, however, 
and possessed a high value chiefly because of 
their rarity and extreme hardness. For it is a 
stone of no extraordiuary brilliancy of beauty 
until it hag been cut, and the art of cutting 
and polishing diamonds was not discovered 
until 1456, A. D,. The cut diamonds credited 
to Hindoo and Chinese artists at a very early 
Acton are believed by vhe best authorities to 

ave been sapphires. Polished and engraved 
gems of other kinds were: known in the time 
of the etrodus. 

The alabaster of the ancients was not the 
com pact variety of gypsum from which vases 
and other ornaments are carved nowadays, 
but a stalayinitie carbonate of lime. It was 
mostly employed ‘in the old days in the man- 
ufacture of receptacles for containing wnh- 
guents and perfumes, The nitre repeatedly 
inentioned in the Bible was not saltpetre, but 
a0 impure carbonate of soda obtained from 
certain lakes if Egypt vcailed the Lakes of 

atron. Natron wasused for making soap 
and also in the mummifying process. | 

‘Of the metals known tu the ancients prob- 
ably gold was the first discovered. It abound- 
ed in the sands of many rivers of antiquity 
which have long since ceased to be aurifer- 
ous. From the readiness with which it was to 
be got in those early times one may imagine 
how such prodigious quantities of gold were 
collected as are ppones of by authors who de 
scribe the wealth of Solomon, the statues, 
tablets, and vessels of gold dedicated by 
Semiramis and the riches of Crossus. Roman 
conquerors brought the precious metal home 
with them literally by wagon loads. These 
great accumulations were usually the results 
of conquests. So it was with the enormous 
treasures gathered at Babylon under Semira- 
mis, at Jerusalem under Solomon, at Sardis 
under Croesus, again at Babylon under Dariu 
at Alexandria under Alexander, and afterwar 
at Rome while she was at the summit of her 
power. Inasmueh as gold in those days was 
used solely for the purpose of ornament it was 
less likely to be widely scattered through »¢ 
multitude of hands. 

“* The first mention of gold and silver is 
where Abraham 1 described as ‘very rich in 
cattle, silver, and gold.’ -Gold séems to be 
refer to in the Bible and generally iu 
ancient books as conspicuously associated 
with lordly wealth. nnily enough, the 
metal is ascertained to have been used at Rome 
300 a og before Christ for securing artificial 
teeth in their places.. Cloth was also made of 
it. Pliny ae of having seen Agrippina, 
wife of the Emperor Claudius, seated at her 
husband’s -side dur a vaval sham battle 
clotaed in & robe of gold, woven without ad- 
mixture of other materal. Though the aurif- 
erous sands of rivers and alluvial plains fur- 
nished most of the gold anciently, mines were 
worked also. The Pharaohs of Egypt drew 
great quantities of the yellow metal from 
mines’in that country, 

‘*Many referencee in the Bible render it 
certain that silver was used for money very 
anciently. The first wention of its employ- 
ment in this way is in the passage where 
ecm values his field at 400 shekels of silver, 
which are weighed out to him by Abraham. 
Juseph’s brothers are said to have sold him 
for twenty pieces of silver, and they took sil- 
ver with them on both occasions when they 
went into Egypt to buy corn. Mirrors in 
Pliny’s time were commonly of silver, al- 
though previously they had been made of a 
mixture of tin and copper. 

“Tron has been known from a period an- 
tedating history. A wedge of it has been 
found in the Great Pyramid, and therefore 
the metal must have been known in the time 
of Moses, 1 .C. In the fourth chapter of

Mercury was familiar to the con- 
ternporaries of Aristotle. Antimony was em- 
ployed by the old Romans for staining black 
the hair. eyebrows, eyelashes and the edges of

| IT WAS A GREAT SHAM BATTLE. 


The French Troops in Splendid Condition 
at Colombey. 7 

The correspondent of the Rappel, who is an 
officer in the French reserve, gives the follow- 
ing description of the great sham battle of 
Colombey : 

“From 8 o’clock in the morning until 8 in 
the afternoon the cannon thundered without 
interruption. I was onthe field at daybreak, 
and from my position on the high ground I 
was able to follow:all the phases of the strug- 
gle. At about 10 o’clock Gen. Saussier arrived 
on horseback, followed by his staff and cuiras- 
siers. As he on the troops m on 
both sides uf the road and presented erms, 
while the drums and trumpets sounded. 

“The action began a little before 8 o’clock. 
Gen. Davoust, commanduig the Army of the 
East, began the attack. The Kighth Corps ad- 
vanced as far as Lignol, the Fifteenth Division 
on the route from Paris toward Mulhause, and 
the Sixteenth on the left. The Fifth Corps, ad- 
vancing from Bar-sur-Aube, became engaged, 
and here the combat became brisk. The ac- 
tion was feeble on the other end of the line of 
baitle. The Sixth Corps, which occupied the 
heights of Rizancourt, Soulcy, and Colombey- 
la-Fosse, remained for a long time in reserve, 
only displaying a port‘on o its artillery and 
keeping its regiments conc@aled behind the 
woods, As for the Seventh Corps, which 
was in front of the Sixth, it was pretty late in 
beginning the movement which was to join it 
to the Eighth. 

From the high ground the spectacle was 
truly grand. In the plain the regiments 
moved along, slowly gaining ground and de- 
filing with skill behind the undulations of the 
field, while the heights in the distance were lit 
up by the constant flashes of the connonade. 
At11:30 o’clock the movement of Gen. Gal- 
lifet became apparent. The whole effort of 
the Fifth Corps was directed toward Vil- 
leneuve aux-Frénes, and one might easily im- 
agine that a vigorous ahd rapid movement on 
the part of the Sixth Corps, striking the 
eneiny in the center, would hinder the junc- 
tion of the Seventh and Eighth Corps. ‘Then 
it would be all up with Gen. Davoust, 
who seemed at that moment to have 
stretched out his line of battle toofar. But 
he proved to Ye a man of resources, A 
change of frunt of the Eighth Corps complete- 
ly arrested the onward movement of the 
Fifth, and three regiménts advanced directly 
toward the Sixth, their objective point being a 
hill which cominands the heights of Rizan- 
court and Soulcy. Thanks to this bold move-, 
ment, Gen. Négrier, who commanded the 
Seventh Corps, wasavle to join his left to the 
right of the Eighth Corps, The battle, never- 
theless, remained undecided, for, at the mo- 
ment when Gen. Saussier gave the order to 
cease firing, the Sixth Corps was commenc- 
ing an attack, the effect of which might have 
been considerable, 

*'The two Gencrals gave ample evidence of 
ability. Each made the most of the troops at 
his disposal; but the thing which struck 
everybody, and which it was not necessary to 
be a great strategist to appreciate, was the 
splendid appearance of thetroops. For hours 

ey were obliged to move through the fields 
and along the dusty roads under a burning 
sun, and, for all that, there were no laggards 
and no ili men. The returning regiments 
marched with a firm and rapid step, present- 
ing a magnificent appearance, 

‘At the end of the maneuver Gen. Saussier 
returned to Bar-sur-Aube. Along the route 
the regiments saluted him. Nothing could be 
finer thar the way in which the soldiers, fa- 
tigued by hard work, drew themselves up to 
present arms with perfect correctness and well 
in line. A splendid army trily! To see it is 
to become filled with confidence and pride.”’ 


Naval Strength of China, 

Tho Chinese navy is never heard of much be- 
cause it has Jittleto do. China’s troubles are 
mostly inland aud with herself. She is not much 
in the habit of courting difficulties with outside 
powers, but she may have ase for her flect some 
day. It consists of the North Coast uadron, 
the Foochow Squadron, and several flot for 
river and coast operations, 

Among the ships of the North Coast Squadron 
are two barbette sea-going armor-clads of 7,280 
tons each, one of 9,350 tons auttone of 2.320 tons: 
one turret ship of 2,320 tons, two deck-protected 
cruisers, each of 2.300 tons. and a ijiarge humber 
of torpedo vessels. The Foochow Squadron con- 
sists of nine cruisers, ranging from 1,300 to 2,480 
tons, three gunboats, nine dispatch boats, and 
three revenue cruisers, while the Shanghai floti 
boasts an armored frigate o! tons.

CHARLES T. BAYLOR’S LIFE HISTORY 
STRANGER THAX FICTION, 


Though Perfectly Sane Se Was Incarcera- 
ted by His Relations as & Lunatic, ana 
Has Spent Fifteen Years in Various Asy- 
lums—Awfal Brutalities Practiced on 
Himself and Others—Released Thfough 
The Efforts of the New York Lunacy 
Law Reform League. ' 

New York Press: If Charles T. Baylor’s 
story is true his life history is more remark- 
able than fiction. He has been tifteen years 
an idmate of different. insane asylums, though 
perfectly sane, and the desire of bis family 
to prolong his living death has succeeded in 
such enlightened States as Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, in spite of law and medical 
acience, 

His story is declared credible by physicians 
and it is believed by the Lun Law Reform 
League of New York. Mr. Baylor was found 
by a Press reporter at No. 10 t Fourteenth 
street. He is(66, talks. fluently and connect- 
edly, is of fine! ey wes and with his flowing 
white hair and beard is a patriarchal and in- 
teresting figure. 

He was a lawyer by profession and is a vet- 
eran of the Mexican War. In the eight years 
preceding the Civil War he was at different 
times United States Consul at Amsterdam, 
Manchester, and Cologne, In 1860 he was 
senton @ special mission to Belgium in the 
interests of the cotton-planters under the 
commission of the State of Georgia. While 
making his report in that State in the follow- 
ing year the war broke out. He was offered 
the command of a Confederate regiment, but 
refused it. This brought him into conflict not 
only with the Confederacy but with the rela- 
tives of his wife, who were ardent “rebel,” 
The latter never forgave him, and, to their 
eninity, he says, he owes his impnsonment. 

in 1866 his health gave way and he was in- 
duced, he claims, by his relatives to go to 
what hé supposed was a sanitarium. It was 
the McLean Insane Asylum at Somerville 

Mass., and for thirteen years he was detained 

there in spite of his efforts to get out. There 

he alleges, he saw awful brutalities practi 

on the patients, and he himself waa a sufferer 
from them. All the usual asylum punish- 
ments were resorted to blows, the strait- 

cane ane the dark cell were commmon. A 

ittle over two years ago he secured a trans- 
fer to the State asylum at Worcester. There 
he was treated better, and after a conflict 
with red tapeism, lasting almost two years, he 
his was last March. 

He went to Boston to join his family, but, 
before he could again settie down to the life 
of a free man he alleges that the same people 
who had previously caused his incarceration 

ain attempted to seize him. He escaped to 

artford, Conn., thinking he would be safe 


‘outside Massachusetts, but wag arrested by 


Massachusetts officials the night after his ar- 
rival. Ashe was about to be taken back to 
Massachusetts, and knowing the uselessness 
of resistance, he offered to enter the Hartford 
asylum. It waé so agteed, and he signed his 
own commitment was incarcerated again. 

There he was treated kindly and given his 
parole. He could walk about the streets, and 
save that he had to report at certain hours, 
was at liberty todo as he pleased. One day 
he saw the Lunacy Law Reform men- 
tioned in a newspaper and wrote to it. They 
had their Hartford attorney, Louis E. Stan- 
ton, look into the case. 

Stanton found him sane, and advised him to 
make formal demand for freedom under the 
Connecticut law that a self-committed pris- 
oner can dn so, and must be released after 
three days. He made this demand a week 
ago yesterday and was immediately lockea 
up. - On leurning that he was to be taken back- 
to Massachusetts under restraint he succeeded 
in getting word to Mr. Stanton last Thursday.

corpus from Judge Carpenter, returnable on 
Saturday at 10 o’clock.

There will be no permanent Art Palace in 
Jackson Park. This statement is true if the 
opinion of South Park Commissioners may be 
relied upon. The Construction Department 
of the World’s Fair has adopted plans for the 
production of an elaborate Palace of Fine 
Arts, and in asking for bids for its construc- 
tion has figured upon a great many details in 
the hope that the building would be perma- 
nent and be accepted at the close of the Fair 
by the South Park Commissioners.

European Conmmissioners Have a Confer- 
ence witn Secretary Foster. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 

Foreign Commissioners Sir Henry Wood and 


dames Dredge of England and Emil Meyer of 


Denmark, accompanied by Benjamin Butter- 
worth, held a conference at the Treasury De- 
partment today with Secretary Foster and 
Assistant Secretary Nettleton, who represent 
the department on the Government Board of 
Control, Importations of dutiable exhibits 
for the Fair from Great Britain and the con- 
tinent was the principal topic of discussion, 
and the foreign representatives were assured 
by the Secretary of the Treasury that every 
facility possible would be extended to intending 
exhibiters to have their wares passed through 
the Customs Bureau with little delay. This ex- 
pression of omnien by the Secretary was grati- 
fying to the British and Danish Commission- 
ers, who declared their mtention to impress 
upon their respective governments and people 
what a.splendid opportunity would be afford- 
ed for a proper display of their productions 
atthe Fair. The foreign exhibiters will be 
able to ship their goods and have no more 
trouble until they find the shipments waiting 
them on the Exposition grounds at Chicago. 
This will be done by means of labels and by 
the special: instructions of the Treasury De- 
partment to the customs officers. Another 
point settled at the conference was in regard 
to representatives of the Fair who may be 
sent abroad. It was agreed that their first 
business should be to put themselves in com- 
munication with the designated official Com- 
missioners of the different countries which 
they may visit, This will: insure codperation 
and will facilitate the work of the Fair repre- 
sentatives.

‘CLAIM PART OF KEOKUK. 


TITLE TO CHOICE PROPERTY IN THAT 
CITY DISPUTED, 


St. Louis People Begin Action to Recover 


Land Now Valued at About Halfa Mill- 
fon Dollars—The Strange Story of an In- 
diana Man Who Spends His Life in Bed 
~—Joliet Resolves to Take Legal Action 
on the Chicago Sewage Question—North- 
west Notes. 

Kzoxoux, Ia., Oct. 8,—[Special.]—Henry C. 
Withers, a St. Louis lawyer, was in Keokuk 
today. He proceeded to the County Record- 
er’s office and filed papers, as attorney for 
Margaret E. Primm, Octavia L. Warren, 
John P. Reiley, and the St. Louis Hospital 
Association, laying claim to one-fourth of 
some of the most valuable property located 
in the heart of the City of Keokuk. The num- 
ber of acres inthe plat claimed by Mr. 
Withers’ clients is 275, the value of which is 
placed at about $450,000, 

Henry McKee, who died in 1888, purchased 
from the government a tract of land which 
formerly belonged to the Sac and Fox Indian 
Reservation. Laterhe made adeed forthe same 
to the three minorchildren ofa St. Louis mer- 
chant—John P. Reiley—executing the same at 
Fort Madison, Ia. A partition decree was 
made m 1840, but the minors were not made 
parties to the suit. McKee’s assignees drew 
share 49, amounting to 1,100 acres, 
and a deed for three-fourths of this 
tract was made, the same being dis- 
posed of later at Sheriff’s ¥ and a :title 
for the entire land was finally Becured by Keo- 
kuk parties, among whom isA. L. Connable, 
reckoned as the most wealthy man :n this 
county. Other parties who now own part of 
the land for which claim is made are among 
the most prominent and wealthy citizens in 
this section of country. : 

Withers claims his clienta are not barred by 
any statute of limitation on account of the in- 
terest ae undivided and because it is held 
in trust and lays claim to the one-fourth be- 
cause the reinain three-fourths is all that 
could rightfully belong to the Keokuk parties. 
The probability is that litigation of an iuter- 
esting legal character will arise over the claim. 


SPENDS HIS LIFE IN BED, 


Strict Observance of a Hasty Vow by an 
Indiana Cvlored Man. 

Mrircuett, Ind., Oct,3.—[Special. |—During 
the civil war the Bond family, who are mulat- 
toes, came here from the South. When they 
came here they bought a farm and were in 
well-to-do circumstances. About the close of 
the civil war Mrs. Bond expressed her interi- 
tion of selling the farm. Her son John be- 
came angry at this, and threatened that if the 
farm wassold he would goto bed and stay 
there the remainder of his life. The farm was 
sold and John has kept his threat. The years 
have rolled by since he went to bed, and old 
neighbors nave moved away and new ones 
moved in . to take their . places, but as little 
was said of John many of them did not 
know of his existence. The mother died, 
and while a number of neighbors were 
sitting up with the corpse at night, the pale 
and emaciated John presenting a ghostly ap- 
pearance, came into the room and knelt by 
the side of his dead mother. Few knew that 
such aman existed. Many times John gets 
contrary and will. not allow his clothes ar- 
ranged, at which times neighbors have to be 
called in to aid. Several doctors have exain- 
ined him and fail to find anything serious the 
matter, but he has lain in a bed until now the 
least exertion causes him to tremble. 


Liable for Damages on Defective Roads.

Curious State of Financial Affairs. 

Financial affairs are getting into a curious 
state here. Bankers and brokers alike scarcely 
know where.they stand. A rise in the Bank 
of England rate of discount from 38 to 4 per 
cent is anticipated, as the stocks of bullion and 
reserve show a steady falling off. Short loans 
are not easily obtained, and in all directions 
there is a tendency to act with extreme cau- 
tion and to avoid launching out into newgenter- 
prises. Hence the dullness of the mapkets 
during the last few days; yet there~is 
any amount of money ready (for 
investment. Of late it was turning once more 
in the direction of American securities. Ever 
since Goschen converted consols and brought 


them down in price from 103 to 94, with lower' 


interests, thousands of small holders have 
been looking out for imvestments yielding a 
larger return. The depression which hung so 
long over the American market, the loss of 
contidence in railway shares and bonds drove 
the British public into other fields. They 
went further and fared worse. Argentine 
swallowed up their money and then the sur- 
se capi began to flow to the United 

tates. If there were any steadiness in the 
American market an imniense demand would 
soon spring up here for bonds or shares with 
any decent pros before them. A member

ment in America. We used to feel safe in 
recommending a select list to our customers.

The tendency is 
always to return to the United States, but dis- 
turbing influences—whether romoted by Jay 
Gould or others—check repel this ten- 
dency. Somebody is perpetually crying out 
in Wall street: “*‘Don’t bring your money 
here or you will lose it.” ; 

Of course the hint is taken—especially in 
these timid days. Let firmness and confi- 
dence be shown in Wall street and Broad 
street will instantly respond. If money 1s 
wanted in America it can easily be found in 
England, but the borrower must look as if he 
intended to pay it back. These are the opin- 
ions of some of the most influential firms in 
the city. They do not think anything sub- 
stantially wrong in financial affairs here. 
Though many houses were badly shaken 
small investors are unhurt. The question is, 
Will the United States provide a scope for 
them or let the harvest be reaped by others. 
The flow of British gold ali through 
the winter depends upon an an- 
swer to that question. § Wanton 
efforts to depreciate American credit and in- 
jure American securities are already causing 
much mischief and may do more. it cannot 
be too distinctly made known that the public 
here would choose the United States as an 
outlet for their capital if they were not driven 
off by the menaces of certain operators in 
Wall street. | 

Great Strike of Dockers Likely. 


Another great dockers’ strike is imminent 
in this city. Forty trades unions, represent- 
ing 500,000 men, have combined to support 
the wharfmen and lightermen and other 
union laborers among the workers on the 
docks in their effort to prevent the Shipping 
Federation pitting in asupply of non-union 
men on account of the uncertainty of the 
conduct of the union dockers under the 
whips of their demagogues. Tho Shipping 
Federation, which is simply a means of 
self-protection and public benefit adopt- 
ed by shipowners and carriers, is 
skillfully organized and is operated with 
business-like activity. It has been fulfilling 
its special mission with the greatest success 
and has been giving the employers an ample 
and constant supply of free workmen, thus 
sapping the pernicious power of the unions 
and making it in a measure impossible for 
them to again inconvenience the public and 
imperil wide commercial interests. The new 
strike will probably extend to other ports be- 
sides London, and will be a decisive trial of 
strength between the shipping and the labor 
union federations. It may also affect the 
trades unionists’ chances in the general elec- 
tion, and thus indirectly have an important 
bearing on the chances of the two great 
political parties at the polls. 

Has Influence, buat Little Ability.

Edison’s Torpedo Invention. 


Ps Sims, the partner of Mr. Edison in the 
ims-Edison company, is now at Elswick, 
Northumberland, fittmg out a sea-going 
steamer lent them by Sir William Armstrong 
for some important exhibition of torpedo 
work in Stoke’s Bay at the mouth of the River 
Tyne, Mr. Sims will seek the assistance of 
the Sir William Armstrong-Mitchell company 
in designing special steamers fitted to carry 
controllable torpedoes.

His Necktie Proof of His Guilt. 

A great system of railway robberies has 
just been discovered in Paris and broken up 
by the police. The Northern railway has re- 
ceived numerous complaints from commercial 
houses alleging that parcels sent to them from 
abroad as well as consignments from Paris 
have come to hand with part of the coptents 
missing. Fora long time no evidence was 
obtainable, but yesterday Mr, Villan, a whole- 
sale hosier, happened to be at the Northern 
railway station and noticed aman who was 
wearing a necktie of a pattern which he had 
lately consigned to Lille; butewhich had not 
arrived at its destination. The man, whose 
name is Labon, being questioned said his wife 
had made him a present of the necktie. This 
the woman denied, and Labon admitted his 
guilt, and named his accomplices, seven of 
whom have been arrested. Their houses bé- 
ing searched the police found an immense 
quantity of stolen goods, such as jewelry, iron- 
work, and other things of value. They all con 
fessed their guilt, and were held for trial. 


Balmaceda’s Silver Bars. 

The last has by no means been heard of the 
silver bars which were shipped by Balmaceda 
to England. The Admiralty has sent orders

The Strained Situation in China. 

Everything appears quiet on the surface in 
provinces in Chine, but an un- 
easy undercurrent is apparent regarding the 
Yangtze provinces, where it is feared a re- 
bellion will eventually break out.

GLIMPSE OF THE FAMOUS BOHEMIAN 
MUSICIAN AT WORK. 


His Views of Various Composers and Pians 
for His Long Stay in America—How 
Royal Sportsmen Spend Their Time in 
Scotland—Gen. Boulanger Laid to Rest 
in Brussels—Parisian Comment on His 
Death—News from Foreign Countries.

Lonpow, Oct. 8.—The engagement of Dr, 
Antonni Dvorak, the famous Bohemian com- 
poser, as director of the American National 
Conservatory of Music makes him an interest- 
ing figure to all Americans. For that reason 
a correspondent went to St. James’ Hall this 
week to see him conduct the first rehearsal of 
his new requiem mass, written fora Birming- 
ham festival next week. It was in 
the morning and the rugged Bohemian 
composer stood with his back to the 
audience in a red pulpit facing the 
ampitheater, the musicians behind, Every 
man in the gigantic semi-circle had a green- 
backed seore-book in front of him. Here the 
flute warbled, there the violin complained. 
Now it was the double bass groaning and then 
it was the strident clarionet or throbbing bass 
violin. 
in the wilderness of crimsoned benches sat the 
audience of musicians, each one with his or 
her finger on the first page of the requiem 
music. High up above the stage sat the 
organist running the scales. Rays of 
sunlight sparkled in the golden tra- 
cery of the lofty ceiling. Suddenly 
there was silencé. $Dvosjak’s baton 
was in the air. One, two, three strikes and a 
wave of solemn music went billowing through 
the hall. Thencame the rolling of basses and 
the wailing of reeds. Dvyorjak gave himself 
up to the music. His gestures expressed com- 
plete abandon. But in a few. minutes a tall, 
broad-shéuldered man strode in upon the 
stage and stood behind Dvorjak, spectacles on 
nose and a huge beard spread over his big 
chest. He was Dr. Hans Richter,a great 
dramatic conductor, who is @irector of the 
Birmingham festival. Then an extraor- 
dinary scenes. Dvorjak and Richter con- 
ducted the rehearsal together, each beating 
time in his own way shouting directions 
to the instrumentalists. 

Up to that moment the requiem had thrilled 
all, but peace and poetry fled with the appear- 
ance of Dr. Richter. In the most sublime pas- 
sages his tremendous voice Gould be heard 
shrieking: 


‘‘No, no, no. You must dofike this, Lis-. 


ten to my wee, wrempa, wre » wee tida. 
Then you must go like this: Gnor-r-r, gnor- 
r-r, gnor-r-r, wee, wampa, tida.”’ 

Then Dr. Richter would givé an imitation 
of the way the music would sound. Some- 
times his‘powerful voice would sound like a 
circular-saw striking a knot in a pine plank. 
In the most tender and movi part of the 
requiem would come a sudden “hist”? and a 
startling stamp of tne foot, Dr. Richter 
would turn on a faulty musician and eye him 
in silence with an expression of extreme rage. 
The poor fellow wouldlook as if he wanted to 
crawl in his knees. Then the donductor would 
swing bis arms above his crying: 

* You must play like this—pom, pom, ta- 
ra-ra, m, pom, ta-ra-ra, pom, porn, wee-e, 
as at is the way you niust do it.”’ 

hereupon the baritone would ge into a fit 
of laughter and the requiem would proceed. 
But while Dr. Richter was takihg the place of 
the orchestra, Dvorak would roar at the un- 
fortunate players, ** B,C, B, D.” waving his 
baton in time to the notes. 

It took about two hours to rehearse the 
requiem mass, and the judgment of aearly all 
the musicians was that it would rank as 
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startle her out of all 
condition to ‘sing at the rehearsal. In 
Birmingham tomorrow her performance aay 
be better judged: To attempt a serious criti- 
cis of a composition under the conditions of 
Thursday’s rehearsal would be useless. The. 
chorus, which plays a vital part in the music, 
was absent, which accoun for some of the 
dullness, but wherever the work was pure 
instrumental it was lofty and full of fee 
The rapid passages for the full orchestra wit 
which the composition abounds are instinct 
With grace and power. 

Dvorak was at breakfast when a reporter 
saw him in the Langham Hotel yesterday. He 
is a short, muscular man with a thick neck, 
black beard, large, bright eyes, and a positive 
manner in speaking. 

** Yes, I have accepted the position of Di- 
rector of the National Conservatory of Music 
in New York,” he said. *‘Mrs. Thurber has 
sent me a contract for ¢wo years and it is now 
in London. When one or two changes are 
made I will sign it. Lam to teach composi- 
tion and instrumentation to those students 
advanced sufficiently to come under my direc- 
tion. Under the contract I must also con- 
duct four concerts by pupils of the 
conservatory every year. These concerts are 
to be given in New York. I must also con- 
duct six concerts of my own music every year 
in the principal cities of the United States. 
Chicago is excepted. If I have to conduct 
concerts during the International Exposition 
I.am to get extra pay. Otherwise the profits 
of the concerts go to the conservatory.’ 

*“ Will you teach amateurs as well as pro- 
fessionals ?”’ 

**No amateurs; certainly not. There will 
be none but professionals,’

that poe waste of time to train amateurs?”

He said that nothing great could be 
accomplished in the development of music

Dvorak smiled grimly and said: 

“*So far as you have gone I say yes, it can 
be done after many years; but as to music, O, 
that is another thing. America can have na- 
tive music, but national music never. 
There is no nationality'§ in music. 
The libretto may be American and perform- 
ers American, but no such thing as American 
music any more than German or French 
music, America will have to reflect the influ- 
ence of the great German composers just as 
all countries do. If a really good American 
libretto is offered me while I am in New York 
I will compose the opera music for it. I will 
even compose the music for an opera dealing 
with Indian legends.”’

The relics 
consist of-a jug and a cane. The jug hasa 
metal lid and the cane is of malacca wood, 
just such a stick as was customarily carried in 
the days of Elizabeth. The articles come 
from Gloucester, where they have been 
preserved in the family of a Mr. Fletcher. 
The late Mrs. Fletcher claimed to be a col- 
lateral descendant of Shakspeare, and she has 
documents to show how the articles were 
handed down from the time of their original 
owner. Each has been locked in a glass case 
and that in its turn was putin a locked room, 
the door of which was only occasionally 
opened at the visit of some sympathetic visitor.

The French Pilgrims Leave Rome, 


The international group of.pilgrims and 
youthful Catholics left Rome by train this 
morning at 4 o’clock for Paris. After the ex- 
citing demonstrations on the part of the pop- 
ulace yesterday threatening the safety of the 
pilgrims, incited by some injudicious remarks 
made by the visitors concerning the late King 
Victor Emanuel, the authorities did not con- 
sider it safe to have the pilgrims go to the 
station unattended. Consequently the pil- 
grims, to the number of 600, were escorted to 
the depot in cabs, each cab having a po- 
lice officer -in its box. Sig. di Lucca 
the Under Secretary of State and of 
the Ministry of the Interior, was 
at the station personally to see everything 
went off quietly and properly. The head of 
the pilgrimage, Abbe Boul, thanked Di Lucca 
for his attention and in the name of the pil- 
grimage said he deplored the incideat and 
hoped the government would consider it as a 
boyish trick. 

Sig. di Lucca answered he was perfectly 
satistied of the good intentions and feelings of 
the pilgrims toward Italy, and would commu- 


nicate what the Abbe Boul had said to the } 


Minister of the Interior. The syndic of 
Rome, Sig. Caeteni, sent the following tele- 
gram to the King today: 

Your Majesty: An imposing demonstration of 
several thousand persons came before my house 
last night acclaiming the King, I addressed 
them a few words counseling them to be calm, 
and réceived-a committee sent by the entire num- 
ber asxing me to telegraph to your Majesty that 
the people of Rome, even in the doubt of an

The coffin of the unfortunate General was 
covered with hundreds of floral wreaths, tied 
with tricolor ribbons, mostly sent from 
France by his political admirers: and, in ad- 
dition, there were a number of tricolor flags 
festooned about and draped around the casket 
containing the remains of the once popular 
idol of a large section of the French people. 

Vast crowds of persons congregated along 
the route trave by the cortége. A deco- 
rous silence was observed by the throngs as 
the hearse passed on its way to the last rest- 
ing-place, and most of the persons in the 
crowd uncovered their heads. At the entrance 
tothe cemetery the advance of the funeral 
procession was delayed by the actions ofa 
mob which had gathered at that place and 
were roughly crowding about the gate 
admittance to the graveyard 
to last § scenes.

length reached. The coffin was then taken 
from the hearse and lowered into grave.

What sirikes one as especially significant 
has been the entire absence in private and 
public conversation of any reflection on the 
dead man. It is hard to say whether 
pity or regret is the sentiment most heard, 
but certainly in every instance one or both 
are heartily expressed. All the old rancor ap- 
pears to have died out, and if the current of 
talk on the boulevards conveys the real senti- 
ment of the people there is no doubt that if 
by some miracle the General could be galvan- 
ized into life and make this moment his entry 
into Paris it would be a triumphal march to 
the Elysée. Figaro, which has evidently taken 
a leaf out of the book of the London Daily 
Telegraph, started today a new public discus- 
sion concerning Boulanger which may become 
as pepular and as famous as the remarkable 
nak still undecided question, “‘Is marriage a 
failure?”’ The article in Figaro is headed 
‘Notre Plebiscite’’ and says: 

The suicide of Gen. Boulanger presents a physi- 
ological case which merits the attention of the 
thinking reader. Four years a nv one would 
have believed in such a lamentable end. Aischy- 
lus would probably bave considered it the power 
of fate: but we are not now living in the time of 
Zischylus, and the best philosophical doctri- 
naires have taught us to consider man as his own 
arbitrator. Such being the case this question 
arises: Was the suicide of Boulanger a eowardly 
or a chivalrous act; that isto say, is it of a nature 
to reinstate him in the esteem of those who had 
condemned him, or 1s it of @ hature to further

This offers the French nation something for 
its spare hours; something upon which it can 
lavish its platitudes or ite condemnations, and 
the French press, led by the nose, .as it usually 
is, by Figaro, will doubtless be inundated 
with correspondence on this subject.

Effect of the Suppression of the German 


Subscriptions te the New Russian Loan. 


—Cost of Inspection and the Duties 


Exacted Preventing the Popular Sale of © 
Our Pork Products in Emperor ill- 
iam’s Domain—A Blow at Foreign in- 


surance Companies.

, Oct. 3.—Despite the protestations 
of peace which are heard on all sides the rela- 
tions between the governments at Berlin and 
St. Petersburg remain strained. The sup- 
pression of German subscriptions to the new 
Russian loan is resented by M. Vishnegrads- 
ki, the Russian Minister of Finance, who 
looks upon it as a trick of Chancellor von 
Caprivi, who, M. Vishnegradski says, first in- 
duced the Berlin bankers to believe that he 
favored the issue and then maneuvered for its 
abandonment. The Mendelssohns and War- 
schauer, who hold alarge proportion of tne 
issue, have been advised from St. Petersburg 
that they will continue to be thé responsi- 
ble members of the syndicate negotiating the 
joan. In view of the present state of feeling 
of the French people they adhere to their con- 


tract willingly, expecting to realize a consid- 
erable sum on the rising of the price of the 
bonds due to the eager absorbtion of the issue 
by French investors. The press attacks upon 
the loan extend to Russian stocks generally, 
calling to mind a riod a few years ago, 
when the banks and bourses tabooed every- 
thing Russian. Then Argentine and other 
foreign loans filled the vacuum left = 
withdrawal of the Russian securities. ow, 
according to bourse reports, the way is being 
cleared for large operations in American 
shares of various kinds. 

An official dispatch from Fredensborg re- 
ceived in this city today announces that the 
Czar and Czarina are expected to arrive there 
Tuesday. Their Majesties may remain at 
Fredensborg until after the celebration of 
their silver wedding anniversary, which occurs 
the 28th inst., returning to St. Petersburg via 
Berlin, There js nothing to indicate that the 
meeting of the Czar and Emperor William 
will be invested with diplomatic importance. 
It will probably be a brief visit of courtesy. 
The Bussian Embassy in this city has not re- 
ceived any instructions regarding the visit of 
the Czar. Itis believed that the Emperor 
will meet him at the railroad station, and that 
after a short interview the Czar will proceed 
on his homeward journey. 

Rum in the Czar’s Tea. 

Regarding the Czar’s presence in Berlin the 
journalists who are obliged to record the event 
have no agreeable anticipations of their duties. 
The precautions which have been taken to 
prevent any but officials approaching the 
Czar are so strict that even the authorized 
representatives of the press will be kept at a 
distance. The journalists who were allowed 
access to the railroad station last week when 
the Czar was hurrying through Berlin on 
his way to Moscow were locked up in 
a waiting-room and only got a glimpse 
of his Majesty through a window as he alight- 
ed frofm the train and was greeted by Prince 
Leopold, who was doing the honors in the 
absence of the Emperor. They had to wait 
patiently for an hour while the Czar devoured 
sandwiches and drank cup after cup of tea, 
after which they saw him depart. is capaci- 
ty for eating seems to be accompanied by a 
capacity for drinking, each cup of tea being 
plentifully laced with rum instead of milk. 

The replies to inquiries made of leading 
wholesale dealers here and in Hamburg re- 

arding trade in American pork show that it 
is still very limited. Thecost of the inuspec- 
tion in America, combined with the duty still 
imposed here, prevents the sale of American 
hog products. The price for salted American 
pork rules about 54 marks per hundred 
weight, while cured German bacon sells at 58 
marks. The dealefs are combinmg in an at- 
tempt to get the government to reduce the 
duty, which is now 10.marks per 100 pounds, 
Until this is done no marked impetus will be 
given to the trade in American pork. 

The rescript providing that foreign insur- 
ance cqampanies must invest in Prussian con- 
sols is largely due to the influence of the Ger- 
man companies, which have become jealous 
of the amazing success of the American com- 
panies, which are now acquiring the greater 
part of the insurance business through- 
out the country. The order: will, 
without doubt, operate greatly to the 
injury of the foreign companies, whoge 
constitutions oblige them to invest a portion 
of their profits in specitied securities. Thus 
an important French company—‘“ Le Con- 
servateur ’’—which operates in Western Ger- 
many will probably be oblhged to withdraw 
from business. None of the great American 
companies operating here, however, are likely 
to be obstructed in their. business. The re- 
script ha been long foreseen by them and 
preparations to meet it have been made. 


A Socialist’s Success. 


The Socialist Wildberger, who is an ardent 
opponent of the policy advocated by Herren 
Bebel and Liebknecht, has been elected dele- 

ate to the Erfurt Congress frorn a provincial 
district. This success of the extremists, fol- 
lowing the election of two other members of 
that branch of the party as delegates from the 
Fifth District of Berlin, strengthens the hopes 
of the members of the, section who desire to 
effect the overthrow of the present Central 
Directing coin mittee. 

The Volks Zeitung, commenting upon the 
evolution of the Socialist party, says it- has no 
doubt of the triumph of the moderate branch 
and contends that German socialism is reced- 
ing more and more from methods of disorder 
and seeks combat solely on the question of 
legal government. 

Tnouisins made of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of various cities in relation to the 
projected international exhibition in Berlin in 
1894 elicited responses from 128 of the cham- 
bers. Of this number eighty-two are in 
favor of the exhibition, and of these 
%hirty urge that it ought to be universal. 
Twenty-seven decline to express an opinion 
regarding the project, while the remainder 
are hostile to any exhibition, national! or inter- 
national, The absence of all enthusiasm in 
regard to tne project and the entire lack’ of 
unanimity settles the fate of the exhibition, 
at least for 1894, The general opinion seems 
to be that it would not be advisable to hold a 
universal exhibition until a numnber of years 
shall have elapsed after the close of the Chi- 
cago World’s Fair.

Designs for Making Linen. 

The pretty old fashion of marking linen with 
daintily wrought initials or monograms has been 
revived of late years, together with other devices 
of the accomplished needle-women of the early 
part of the present century. Thegracefu! initials 
in the cuts are Japanese in design, outlined with 
bamboo stalks and decorated with birds in vari- 
ous positions, each holding a spray of foliage and 
berries. An escutcheon is attached to each, in- 
closing a smaller letter standing for a Chris- 
tian name. There are several ways of 
executing these initials. Crewel work may be 
used for the birds and a well-padded satin stitch 
for the jointed stems of the bamboo, as well as for 
the leaves and berries; oz, to produce a lighter 
effect, the twist stitch. may outline the rounded 
coil, seed stitch filling it in and giving it body. 
Appliqué work offers another mode of isplaying 
to great advantage this uncommon design. ‘The 
letters are prettiest, perhaps, worked in white or 
colored silks effectively set off with washing gold 
thread. Since they are adaptable to every kind . 
of decorative work dinner services as well as bed 
linen may easily be ornamented with them.

is a leper colony, but the fact of its presence 
in the State is scarcely known to the residents 


of the Crescent City. In fact, Dr. McNamara’s 


home is St. Paul, ++ but he formerly was 
a member of the Cook County Hospital staff. 


| “There are but few people in New Orleans,” 


he continued, “‘who are ‘aware of the exist- 
ence.of this colony. I have just returned from 
a trip to the South, and while there visited the 
lepers. Several years ago I learned the colony 
was quite a large one, but now there are only 
twenty-seven victims of the loathsome dis- 
ease there, There are only two females at the 
colony. With the exception of two negroes 
the twenty-seven are of French Arcadian ex- 
traction, who are referred to in Longfellow’s 
* Evangeline.’ 

“The lepers of the Plaquemine district are 


} isolated from the world as’ completely as if 


they were on a little island in the middle of 
the Pacific Ocean. They live in rude huts on 
a barren piece of land near a little bay just off 
the .Gulf of Mexico and subsist by eating fish. 
I actually believe they do noteat anything 
else but fish and a few berries from one year’s 
end to the other. The colony is twelve miles 
from any other habitation—the nearest house 
being on John Diamond’s sugar plantation— 
and no one ever ventures near the place, it is 
such a barren waste. hen I reached the 
place I found the isolated human beings in the 
most wretched state imaginable. The clothes 
on their backs were rotten with age ‘and cov- 
‘ered with vermin. Some of the men had old 
fish-nets wrapped around their bodies to cover 
their nakedness. None of the illustrations 
in Dante by Doré ever presented such a hor- 


' rible sight as I witnessed in this leper colony 


in America. The victims, as far as I could 
judge, are not an ignorant lot, or rather 
would not be, were they not isolated from 
civilization. They carry on communication 
with one another in a language that is partly 
French and partly English. They naturally 
have no aim in life, and are only waiting un- 
til death ends their misery. A burying-ground 
is situated in one corner of the colony, and 
_ here the lepers are laid away when death calls 
them. There are probably seventy-five 
graves there, but nothi marks the spot 
where a body lies. hen a victim 
asses away his old associates quietly 
ay ihm in the ground, no 
further attention is paid to the place,of burial 
until the next victim succumbs to the ravages 
of the disease. And inthis way existence at 
the colony will go on until but one of the hu. 
man beings is left. When he dies his bones 
will be left to bleach in the sun, as no one in 
Louisiana will take the trouble to bury him. 
“The ages of the lepers at the colony range 
from 40 to 70 years, one of the men being 
three-score and ten. l asked the wretched- 
looking old creature a few questions, and he 
informed me that the French Arcadians at the 
colony were formerly residents of Nova 
Scotia. When the French Arcadians fied 
from their old ssions he told me that 
several hundred or so took refuge in Louisi- 
ana. Leprosy was prevalent in Nova Scotia— 
there being a colony there at the present time 
—and it is plausible to suppose t the dis- 
ease was carried to the South by the fugitives.”’ 


“During a visit to the Galapags Islands in 
the Pacific Ocean four months ago I saw the 
most extraordinary birds and reptiles that are 
found at any place in the world,’’ said Lieut. 
J. C. Darcey of the Cape Cod Life-Saving Sta- 
tion when at the Leland Hotel yesterday. The 
Lieutenant during his trip along the South 
American coast was instructed to secure speci- 
mens for the Nawonal Museum at Washing- 
fon, and he went out of his way to find pe- 
culhar specimens, 

“Along thé Galapags coast it was no un- 
usual sight to see a tortoise weighing 800 
pounds,” ccntinued Lieut. Darcey. ‘The 
gigantic creatures are so clumey that it is no 
effort to get close to them, but it is 
almost impossible to turn them over on their 
backs, they being so heavy and powerful, and 
it is difficult to kill them, for death to them is 
‘about as slow as their movements, If a hunter 
happens ty mdéftally wound one of them it 
reaches the ogean before it dies and the 
chances are ten to one that the corpse is never 
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sport with the ver, They 
‘would surprise a number of tortoises early in 
the morning sunning themselves on the beach 
some distance from the water. As soon asthe 
big, clumsy fellows would see the sailor boys 
they would start for the ocean, but before they 
had gone many yards the men would be on their 
backs and in that position they would ride un- 
til the water was reached, when they would 
roll off into the sand. i

The Warm Weather of the Week Just 
Closed Has Had a General Beneficial 
Effect Upon the Crops—Southern To- 
baceo and Cotton Crops Pretty Well Se- 
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Wheat in the Northwestern States. 
Wasurnetox, D, C., Oct, 3.—The following 
is the weekly weather crop bulletin issued by 
the Weather Bureau: Temperature—The 


weather has been warmer than usual in all 


agricultural districts east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains. The average daily temperature was 
from 4° to 8° above the normal in the cot- 
ton-growing States and New England, the 
Middle Atlantic States, and the lower lake re- 
gion. The greatest excess ia temperature ov- 
curred in Central Wisconsin and Upper Mich- 
igan, where it amounted to about 12°. It was 
also slightly warmer than usual on the south- 
ern California coast. The greatest deficiency 
in temperature, amounting to 4°, occurred 
along the Rocky Mountain slope. It was also 
slightly cooler than usual over the Florida 
peninsula, Frosts occurred m the Western 
and Northwestern States, but there is no dam- 
age to crops reported except to gardens 
locally. 

Rainfall—Heavy rains occurred during the 
week on the South Atlantic coast, in Northern 
Louisiana, Eastern and Southern Texas, and 
from Southwestern Kansas northeastward to 
Southwestern Iowa. On the South Atlantic 
coast the weekly falls ranged from three to 
five inches; four inches fell at Shreveport, 
La., from two tothree inches in extreme 

thern Texas, and nearly three and one-half 
inches in North Central Kansas and South- 
western Iowa, There was also an excess of 
rain in Northern Minnesota and the northern 
pawns of North Dakota, where the weekly 
alls ranged from one and one-half to two 
and one-half inches. Showers occurred over 
Central [ilinois, with light rains in the cotton 
growing States, except in Northern Arkansas 
and Tennessee, where no rain fell. More than 
the usual amount of rain -fell generally 
throughout the Northwest and on the eastern 
slope of the Rockies and Northern New Mex- 
ico and. on the North Pacific coast in Wash- 
ington. Norain occurred in California and 
in portions of the lower Iake regions. 


A Normal Season, 


The crop-growing season from March 1 to 
date has been a normal one with regard to 
temperature conditions on the Northern Pa- 
cific coast, over New England and New Jer- 
sey, d generally over the lake region, 
Throughout the greater portion of the country 
east of the Rocky Mountains there was an av- 
erage daily deficiency of from 1° to 3°, the 
latter in Northwestern Louisiana and South- 
western Kansas. The greatest excess noted is 
but 1° daily over Northern Michigan. 

The amount of precipitation that fell during 
the period from March 1 to date was generally 
greater than the normal in the eastern half of 
the country when compared to the a:nount 
that usually falis. The greatest deficiency, 
ranging from 15 to 22 inches, occurred in 
Louisiana, where the actual rainfall for the 
season was from 13 to 18 inches. Over 30 
inches of rain fell during the season in Ala- 
bama, Virginia, the Carolinas, Eastern 
Georgia, and the Peninsula of Florida; over 
20 inches fell in Southern New England, Ohio, 
Central Illinois, and over the Lower Missouri 
Valley, and thence southward to the gulf; 
from 15 to 18 inches fell over the lake regions, 
the greater portion of the Northwest, and on 
the North Pacific coast; from 7 to 11 inches 
along the Rocky Mountain range; 4 to7 
inches in Northern California; and 2 inches in 
Southern California and extreme Western 
Texas. 

New England—The drought is very severe 
in southeastern half of New England, and 
many: water supplies have failed. Much of 
the corn crop is harvested, with an excellent 
— Frosts occurred on the Ist, with but 

ittle damage. Apples are a light crop in 

northern section, and an average crop in 
southern. A large crop of cranberries is re- 
ported. 

New York—All crops safe from frosts. 
Nearly all the corn and buckwheat is cut, and 
the yield is good. Hops and tobacco are se- 
cured. Potatoes generally dug, Winter 
wheat is growing well, but the drought is be- 
coming injurious. 

Pennsylvania—Drought is affecting early 
winter grain and late seeding is delayed. Corn 
is nearly all gathered but is slightly injured in 
places by drought. Tobacco is curing and is 
tinely stored. Potatoes are rotting badly im 
some sections. 

New Jersey—The weather conditions have 
been most favorable for all farm work, which 
is well advanced. The rains during the week 
have improved pastures and put the ground in 
fair condition for late plowing. Winter truck 
doing well. 

Tobacco and Cotton. 

Maryland and Delaware—The tobacco crop 
has been generaily secured and corn is being 
cut as rapidly as possible. No danger from 
frost is anticipated. Wheat sowing has been 
retarded by drought and rain is much needed. 

Virginia—Continued dry, warm weather has 
matured growing crops, and, except some late 
corn, all are practically beyond danger fro:no 
frost. Rain is badly needed for seeding wheat. 

South Carolina—Cotton is too far spent for 
material benefit by favorable conditions of 
last week. Picking is tiny hepa. rapidly. 
Peas, potatoes, and turnips benefited by the 
rain. 

North Carolina—Occasional rains have re- 
tarded the opening and picking of cotton in 
the Eastern portion of the State, but have 
been favorable for seeding wheat and oats. 
The greater portion of the cotton crop will be 
safe if no frosts occur before Uct. 12. 

Alabama—The season has been an excellent 
one for gathering cotton; the staple is in good 
condition, and almost the entire crop will be 
picked by the 15th inst. 

Mississippi—Conditions exceptionally favor- 
able for picking cotton. crop is nearly 
all open and the quality excellent. Wall crops 
—— be benefited by rain and delay of 

rost. 

Louisiana—Showers have benefited all crops. 
Cotton is being gathered as fast as it opens; 
the staple is good and free from dirt and stain. 
Conditions have been very favorable for sugar 
cane, 

Arkansas—Cotton is opening rapidly, and is 
ood staple and color; top crop generally a 
ailure. Stork peas and gardens are suffering 

greatly from drought, and wells and streams 
are drying up. Thedry weather has prevented 
fall plowing. 

Texas—The weather has been favorable for 
cotton and the prospects are, if no frost oc- 
curs until the middle of N ovember, for a 
heavier yield than has been estimated during 
the last six weeks. More rain is needed in 
the Northwestern portion of the State to facili- 
tate fall plowing. 


Rain Needed in Tennessee. 


Tennessee—Drought conditions remain un- 
changed. Late corn failing. The cotton crop 
is short; balis are opening half grown and 
rain would cause new growth, which frost 
would kill. Tobacco is doing well. Peanuts 
are short crop. Plowing has been suspended 
and wells streams are drying and pastures 
burning up owing to the Jack of rain. 

Kentucky—Rain generally benefited tobac- 
co and rendered the soil fit for plowing. 
Three-fourths of the tobacco is out, and corn 
is fully matured. More rain is needed for 
fall pastures. 

Ohio—An excellent crop of corn is in shock. 
Drought very injurious to pastures and “wheat, 
drying up wells and ereeks. Water supply 
running short in some towns and famine is 
feared urless rain comes soon. 

Michigan—The conditions have been favora- 
ble for securing fall crops. The cutting of 
corn is nearly completed. Wheat seeding has 
been benefited by well distributed rains. 

Illinois—In sections where rain fell past- 
ures and early sown wheat were improved. 
Seeding in northern and southern counties 
was greatly retarded on account of drought. 
Much corn is beiffg cut. 

Indiana—Rain is needed for wheat, pastur- 
age, and wells. Some corn harvested and 
marketed. Most of the fall wheat is sown and 
is wing well. .

UNCLE SAM’S UNPRINTED HISTORY. 


Rich Historical Treasures of the Archives 
of the Government. — 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., Sept. 27.—It is said 
that Secretary Blaine, before relinquishing 
the portfolio of the Department of State, will 
try to secure the publication of at least a part 
of the historical archives of the government 
which are at present stowed away under his 
charge, as they have been hitherto in the care 
of bis predecessors. Many attempts have 
been made to obtain an appropriation 
for this puipose, but Congress has 
never responded. The National Legisla- 
ture is too keenly interested in the present, 
keeping an eye always upon the future, to 
feel the slightest enthusiasm concerning the 
past, and thus these enormously valuable 


records are permitted to molder away, food 


only for the bookworm and the patient histor- 
ical searcher, Here, in fact, isthe great re- 
sitory of American history, from which 
ancroft, Henry Adams, Hildreth, and others 
drew most of their information. 

A few years the Department of State 
purchased for ,000 the papers of Monroe. 
These in themselveg-are a vast storehouse of 
historical knowledge. It must be remembered 
that Monroe was not only President for eight 
years, but before that was Secretdry of State 
and Minister to France, having served all 
through the Revolutionary War. The collec- 
tion referred to includ his public and 
private correspondence during the entire 
period cove by those events. Previ- 
ously the department had uired the 
correspondence of James Madison, to- 
gether with other papers of his, in- 
cluding the secret journal of the Consti- 
tutional convention. This journal is in Madi- 
son’s own cramped penmanship, and remains 
probably the most extraordinary record of 
the foundation of most extraordi- 
nary government that the world has 
ever seen. Before the acquisition of the 
Madison papers the Department of State 
had secured the writings of Gen. Washi Dp 
—many volumes, containing copies of all his 
letters, etc. These volumes Jared Sparks had 
access to and extracted from in his works on 
Washington. Unfortunately, Sparks loved 
Washington better than the truth, and he sup- 
pressed or altered many passages. One of the 
curiosities shown to strangers here are these 
same volumes of Washington’s, either in his 
own hand or in the beautiful writing of his 
secretary. Washington never had a secretary 
who did not write an exquisite hand, while he 
himself wrote better than any statesman of 
the present day. Besides these regularly- 
classified collections there are literally tons of 
letters containing historical information of al- 
most incalculable value. 

The Department of State is not at this day 
purely a foreign office. In old times it was 
much less so than now, having charge of all 
matters relating to the Interior, except Indian 
affairs. Even at present it is no exaggeration 
to say that the President has intercourse with 
the State Department more than with all the 
otners put together. In the early days his 
governmental functions were exercised almost 
wholly through the Department of State, the 
clerks of which he actually appointed. If it 
be remembered that each Secretary of State 
since the nation began has feit it his duty to 
leave a record of every important public trans- 
action in which he has been concerned it will 
be perceived how much that is priceiess his- 
torically must have been preserved in this 
sha one, 

There are masses of such historical material 
in every one of the old departments, but nine- 
tenths of it all is stored away in charge of the 
Secretary of State. Most of it is open for pub. 
lic inspection, a general rule governing in all 
civilized countries to the effeet that such mat- 
ters shall never be kepta secret longer than 
sixty years. During the session of Congress 
before the last Dr. Wharton was authorized 
to print the diplomatic correspondenge of the 
Revolution. The work was interrupted by his 
death, but it will be completed by the depart- 
ment. At present any responsible person is 
permitted to see these documents orto take 
copies from them, 


THE PARADISE OF GROUNDHOGS. 


A Region Where They Undermine Rail- 
ways and Live with Gray Rabbits. 

“They have an officer called the Ground 
Hog Inspector on the Peachbottom railroad 
in Lancaster County, Pa.,’’ said Juhn Gilbert, 
the traveling man, to a New York Sun report- 
er, “and he’s a very amportant officer, too. 
The Peachbottom road isn’t a very long nor 
a very wide one, and it runs from Peachbot- 
tom on the Susquehanna River diagonally 
across the southern corner of Lancaster. That

tematic way to undermine the Peachbottom 
railroad. They have burrowed it so success- 
fully thata man had to be appoin so I 
was told at Oxford, to keep a constant look- 
out along the line so that no train will be 
dumped into the ditch from a track made un- 
stable by the burrowing of groundhogs. This 
inspector reports the scattering of a colony of 
twenty-five groundhogs in one night, they hav- 
ing already made an excavation in the railway 
embankment big enough foratrain to run 
through. The slate and shale soil of that part 
of the country is what the groundhog likes, as 
it raises big clover and is just the thing to bur- 
row in. 

‘The presence of somany groundhog holes 
in that region has also caused a big increase 
in gray rabbits, according to the farmers, al- 
though the rabbits have always been more 
than plentiful. These rabbits do not burrow, 
and have consequently always been more or 
less ex to the attacks of hawks, foxes, 
hunters, and owls, The groundhog burrows, 
however, they have suddenly discovered, offer 
them excelient protection from their ot apn | 
and they seem to be living as contentedly 
undisturbed in the burrows with the ground- 
hogs as the burrowing owls and prairie dogs 
do on the Western plains. This arrangement 
is especially advantageous to the rabbits so 
far as foxes are concerned, as a fox will not 
enter & groundhog hole any ra-

MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 

The most important . points in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s &peech, delivered Friday last at New- 
castle to the Liberal Federation : 
are five in number. 


, 

The first of.these was his 
antouncement that at the earliest possible 

time the Liberals would propose the shorten- 

ing of the Parliamentary period. Undoubted- 

ly it will be the Liberal policy to make a tri- 

vennial or quadrennial instead of a septen- 
nial limit to the life of Parliament. Upon 

this policy there should be no dissension, for 

it would operate alike whichever party might 

be in power. The objection to the septennial 

limit lies'on the surface and can easily be 

founa ia the workings of the present Parlia- 

ment, in which the septennial period has heen 

used as a means of keeping a party in power 

which would have been repudiated by the peo- 

ple long ago if they had had the opportunity. 

The second point is the temperance ques- 
tion. Uponthis Mr. Gladstond dwelt with 
serious emphasis. Already the Parliamentary 
proceedings of 1890 have disposed of the 
monstrous claims made by the public- 
ans, which, if conceded, would have 
rendered it impossible in the future .to deal 
with the drink traffic. In this connection Mr. 
Gladstone made the following sighificant 
prophecy: “*Those approaching my period of 
life may not witness it, but many of you will 
see athorough and effective reform of the 
laws connected with the traffic in alcohol, 
with an acknowledgment of the rights of local 
populations to settle the question ‘whether 
within their borders public houses shall exist.” 
In other words, Mr. Gladstone has definitely 
announced high license and Joval option as 
the Liberal. policy and the coming reform id 
dealing with the liquor traffic in England. 
should be a matter ‘of local pride that the 
Grand Old Man has recognized the Illinois 
method as the only practical one for regulat- 
ing and restricting the liquor traffic and thus 
subserving the true interests of temperance. 

The third point was the assurance he held 
out both to Scotland and Wales that the Lib- 
erals would favor the church disestab- 
lishment policy, thus relieving the Welsh 
Methodists, the Scotch Presbyterians, 
and the great body of the farmers from their 
present tithe burdens for the support of a 
church with which they have neither connec- 
tion nor sympathy. 

The fourth point concerns Ireland. Mr. 
Gladstone’s declarations show that the Liberal 
program remains unchanged and that, al- 
though tess has been said of late on this ques- 
tion, the next general election will be fought 
largely upon the issue of home rule, or be- 
tween repression on the one hand and self- 
government on the other. This will be the 
dividing line, and Mr. Gladstone, when the 
time comes, will be found ready to grapple 
anew with this problem. Upon this question 
his voice again rings out in the following prv- 
phetic manner: 

A decided declaration in favor of friendship has 
been made ina most constitutional manner by 
the results of the polls. Our opponents now be- 
gin to admit it to be something formidable. The 
elections recently decided are a safe indication 
of what is to come as the verdict. The constitu- 
encies have spoken not only the sober, the just, 
and the true, but also the inevitable. [Cheers.] 
Upon these verdicts Ireland relies: You have 
watched its conduct 1m the difficult circumstances 
of the last nine months—[hear, hear ]—conduct 
which I do not hesitate to risk, saying has evoked 
in every breast a responiive voice of sympathy 
and of increased conviction that we may deal 
safely and prudently with our fellow-subjects in 
Ireland. [Hear, hear.] Such is your conviction, 
and when the proper period comes the general 
sense of the country will ratify the judgment al- 
ready given at nearly a hundred points. The en- 
tire people of ingland will by a great and deci- 
sive majority determine to finally dispose of these 
demands now made upon them in the clearest and 
most audible tones, after a long and painful ex- 


perience—made upon them alike by their honor, 
their interest, and their duty before God and man. 

Lastly, Mr. Gladstone emphasizes the warn- 
ings of John Morley, Wilfrid Lawson, and 
other Liberal leaders to the House of Lords 
that the people will not endure much longer 
the obstacles which the hereditary’ peers 
throw in the way of ail reform legislation by 
their refusal to act upon it when it has passed 
the Commons. Mr. Gladstone made no 
threats, but there is a significant earnestness 
in these words: ; 

I hope and believe the Lords will not accept 
the deplorable suggestion of the Premier. But 
should they be seduced they will themselves be 
the first to repent, and those who address you 
from this platform will not tell you then that the 
question of the House of Lords is remote, but 
they will tell you that it shall have precedence 
over every other question, because then upon that 
alone will depend the question whether the coun- 
try is self-governing or whether there is a power, 
not upon or behind the throne, but between the 
throne aad the people, able to stop the action of 
the constitutional machine which has now been 
perfected or brought nearer to perfection by the 
labors, struggles, zeal, and wisdom of many gen- 
erations. 

On the part of the Commons and the people 
there is a general and resolute determination 
that the irresponsible, unprogressive House of 
Lords shall no longer block the progress of 
reform legislation and set itself against the 
will of the people. At no distant day in the 
future that House must become elective in- 
stead of hereditary. When that time comes 
there will be radical changes, for already 
many of the nobility are yearning to get into 
the Commons so that they may come hearer 
to the people and shape out a career for them- 
selves, instead of longer stagnating in the un- 


progressive Upper House, 


THE GARFIELD CLUB RACE SWINDLES.. 

The disclosures which have been made in the 
columns of the daily papers as to the opera- 
tions of the swindlers and gamblers at the Gar- 
field Park club races should cali the attention 
of the authorities sharply to the disgraceful 
practices connected with them and the evils 
growing out of them. Now that the notorious 
‘down-town gambiing houses have been closed 
there is little doubt that the gamblers have 
transferred their business to that park, where 
it is transacted under different but equally 
successful methods, for only those who are on 
the inside can make money on the races. 

. The outcome of this disgraceful business is 
the enrichment of gamblers afd pawnbrokers. 
The gamblers take what money the victi:ns 
can raise, and then the pawnbrokers take the 
watches, jewels, and other personal property 
of those seeking tv recoup themselves 
for their losses. The latter’s business 
has doubled up recently. The losers this 
year, it is stated, have borrowed a million and 
a half of the pawnbrokers which they cannot 
repay. The gambiers have lived in clover, 
for the bookmakers, it is also said, have 
handled as much money in one day eas would 
suffice for the daily volume of business for a 
city of 50,000 people. 

Who are the victims bled on the one hand 
by the gamblers themselves and on the other 
indirectly by pawnbrokers, who take advan- 
tage of their necessities? Some of them are 
small business-men, but the large number are 
young fellows who used to lose their money 
in the down-town resorts and bucket-shops 
and now “blow itin” on these races, where 
they have uo show for it unless they are on 
the inside with the gamblers. A considerable 
number of boys and women are also in- 
volyed. Where the fotmer get their 
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It 


is a disgrace to the city. 


‘atic at all, The pawnbroxers’ books tell 


the story in part and robbed husbands gould 
tell the rest. In fact, as one report says, the 
races have been catching nearly all of the 
people who have any time or money to spare 
during the day, and as a result the theaters, 
billiard halls, and drinking places have been 
the sufferers by the diminished patronage. It 


The moral reformers of Chic’ ald 
turn their attention to this great ana ,- wing 
evil. There is but one remedy, and that is to 
wipe it out. Its existence and its rapid growth 
suggest an inviting field for our prohibition 
brethren and sisters. Now that it has been 
demonstrated drunkenness can be cured by 
scientific means why do they not attack this 
hideous evil which is ruining boys, young 
men, business men, and wdmen, both bocy 
and soul?

THE POLICE GIFT-TAKING BUSINESS 
SHOULD STOP. 

Tus Tripune printed last week the fact of 
the presentation of a costly watch to a police 
officer, and of the sandbaggimg of the saloon- 
keepers and others for the money with which 
to pay for it and the blow-out. Both the May- 
orand Superintendent of Police have said 
they are displeased with such practices and 
that they must stop. 

An end should have been put to them long 
ago. No policeman, whether officer or pri- 
vate, and no city employé of any kind should 
extort or accept a present from his subordi- 
nates or from outsiders so long as he isin 
office. After he is out and can neither harm 
nor help the givers it is another matter; but 
all gifts, whether watches, buggies, horses, or 
gold stars, made while the recipient is in the 
city’s employ are either bribes or blackniail. 
They are given either in order that the officer 
on whom they are begtowed may be more len- 
ient with the saloonkeepers, the gamblers, and 
other possible law-breakers whom it may’ be- 
come his duty to interfere with, or they are 
givén because the receiver has intimated that 
if he does not get something of the kind he 
will make it warm for certain individuals, In 
that case it is blackmail. 

There are many cases where police officers 
have accepted presents with no idea that they 
were bartering away their integrity or put- 
ting themselves in the power of others. But 
they did. They put themselves under obliga- 
tions to the men who contributed the money 
and became their servants from that hour. 
The saloonkeeper who gives $2 toward the 
Police Captain’s buggy or watch does it in 
the belief that if he shall in the future be 
guilty of any little offenses they will be over- 
looked. It 1s easier for the policeman to keep 
his eyes shut than to arrest the man who has 
been kind tohim. If he does his duty the 
angry saloon man makes remarks which are 
unpleasant to a person of sensigfive feelings. 

The man ia the city’s service who becomes 
a gift-taker veases to be the servant of 'the 
municipality and becomes the tool of the in- 
dividuals who chipped in to make him a 
“*present.”’ Therefore, the moment it is 
known that a man who is in the employ of the 


municipality has contracted any such “‘en- 


tangling alliances,’’ he should be bounced, for 
his reliable usefulness is atanend. After re- 
ceiving such things be always hankers after 
more. He does not wait for gifts to come un- 


sought, but solicita them, and becomes in : 


time a common blackmailer. 


This is a good time for the Mayor to define 


his position on this point, not in the form of 
anewspaper interview, but of an order get- 
ting forth that any man appointed to a city 
office shall forfeit his position the minute he 
is caught receiving a present, 


ILLINOIS MORTGAGES. 

A recent census bulletin contains statistics 
of real estate mortgage indebtedness in Iili- 
nois at the beginning of 1890, which is nearly 
two years ago. The total indebtedness | se. 


cured by mortgages on real estate was then. 


$384,299,260, of which 43 per cent was on acre 
tracts and 57 per cent on village and city lots. 
The indebtedness in Cook County was $191,- 
518,209, of which $177,452,904 was on lots and 
the rest on acres. The indebtedness of Kane. 
La Salle, McLean, Peoria, St. Clair, Sanga- 
mon, and Will Counties averaged a little less 
than $6,000,000 each. The indebtedness of 
Coek County is 49.84 per cent of the total, and 
that. with the seven counties previously 
named, makes 60.06 per cent of the 


,whole. The debt of Chicago is $24,373,170 
larger 


than the farm debt of Kan- 
sas, and $42,708,564 larger than the farm 
debt of Iowa, while it is $112,068,830 
in excess of the entire mortgage debt of Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. The per capita debt of 
Illinois is stated at $100, that of Kansas at 
$105, and that of Iowa at $104. 

The large indebtedness of Cook County, 
nearly half that of the entire State, is mostly 
on property in Chicago. It seems abig sum, 
and would be especiaily large im the mouths 
of the calamity-hewlers if they should get 
hold of it, but it is really an evidence of 
progress and prosperity. It represents a con- 
siderable part of the volume of transactions in 
the buying ana selling of real estate, and for 
that reason, if the statistics were taken now, 
the total would be much larger, on account of 
the activity due to preparations for the World’s 
Fair. It tells the story of people buy- 
ing property, paying down a portion 
of the purchase money, and giving 
& mortgage as security for deferred 
payment of the rest. It represents the buy- 
ing of vacant lots to be held for an advange, 
the borrowing of money on land for the pur- 
pose of building houses and stores, flats and 
business blocks, out of which the borrowers 
hope to realize an income over and above in- 
terest on the use of the money, taxes, ctc. 
That indebtedness proves that the people of 
this city are awake instead of being asleep; 
alive, not dead; active, not playing the part 
of drones in the human hive; wealthy instead 
of poor. In short, it is an indubiiable sign 
that the city is growing and largely so by virt- 
ue of the darge sums of money invested in its 
real estate. It proves at once that one class 
has sufficient confidence in the future of Chi- 
cago to be willing to lend vast sums on its 
real estate as security and that others borrow 
the money in equal confidence that it will be 
worth more in the future. 

So intimately is this indebtedness identified 
with the prosperity of the city that it may be 
truly said if the debt were twice as large the 


city would be twice as prosperous, provided 


the conditions now strictly observed were nvut 
violated inawild rush of speculative infla- 
tion. For it should be observed that the bor- 
rowing done is on the basis of a liberal dis- 
count from an honest valuation. The proper- 
ty is rated at what it will fetch in the actual 
market, and the amount borrowed on that 
scarcely ever exceeds 75 per cent, sometimes 
not more than 50, Hence the lender has good 
security for the return of his money, and it is 
to the interest of the borrower to repay the 
loan and not ict the property be sold away 
from him. And the indebtedness is gomg to 
be paid in full with the promised 
numberof honest ddllars> every one of 
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payment, still less of repudiation by an at- 
tempt to pay in flat currency. Both the bor- 


rowers and the lenders are united on this 


point, the one equally with the other recog- 
nizing the fact that honest dollars are the best 
currency, and that no one is going to be a 
gainer by depreciation ot the dollar below its 
par value. That they are content to leave to 
the calamity-howlers, whose only philosophy 
is akin to that of the quack doctor who always 
threw his patients mto fife because he had a 
medicine that was “death on fits.” Those 
currency quacks are commended to a con- 
sideration of the fact that the people of Chi- 
cago alone owe far more on their real estate 
than the entire farm debt of Kansas, and dq 
not complain of the burden as an onerous one. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works have agreed on the general outline of 
an éxtensive plan of street improvements to 
be carried out next year. It is their wish that 
all the streets between the lake, Ashland and 
North avenues, and Twenty-second street 
shall be repaved as far as is needed, so that 
that extensive area, which includes the 
crowded business district, may be put in such 
condition that there will be no difficulty in 
cleaning it during the World’s Fair year, and 
that none of the streets within the above 
limits may be unusable while the city is 
crowded with visitors. 

Tue Tristwe recommended something of 
this kind several weeks ago, and it is glad to 
see that its suggéstion is to bear fruit. ‘There 
will be such a jam in the leading streets year 
after next that they ought to be put in the best 
possible condition, and if it is not done in 1892 
it cannot be done in time for the Fair.. While 
it is open the least possible amount of paving 
should be done. The Mayor and the Commis- 
sioner have not gone into details yet. They 
will recommend probably that asphalt be 
used forthe paving of the long streets on 
which there will be considerable travel but 


no traffic, that granite be used for those inthe 


business district which will have to stand the 
heaviest teaming, and that cedar blocks care- 
fully laid be the paving material for the less 
important cross-streets, 

If so much paving 18. to be done next year 
the Council should act as early as possible, so 
that the Department of Public Works may 
draft the necessary ordinances, and so that 
contractors may make arrangements to sup- 
ply themselves with the extra amount of ma- 
terial needed, and be ready to begin early in 
the year on a much greater quantity of work 
than they have to handle usually.

TAXING LOTS ONLY. 

The single-taxers have renewed their de- 
mand that the entire cost of the drainage 
channel and &s accessories shall be paid by 
the lots within the limits of the drainage dis- 
trict, and they are anxious to elect one or 
more trustees who will be the champions of 
their peculiar notions. They need not bother 
themselves about the matter. Nothing that 
they can do with their scattering votes, or 
equally scattering arguments, will change the 
law. Wherever the board finds landto which a 
special value is imparted by any improvement 
it makes, and which is more benefited than 
land in other parts of the ganitary district, 
it will have a legul right to make a special as- 
sessment covering the area peculiarly bene- 
fited, and will use the money thus obtained in 
paying for that particular improvetnent. 

When the board finds thata part of ite 
work, like the rock channel, for instance, adds 
nothing to land values, but does confer great 
sanitary benefits on all the residents of the 
district, it will have to raise the money to pay 
for that channel by general taxation on the 


porsessions of all, on their personal as well as 


their real property. The board wili hardly ac- 
cept the doctrine of the single-taxers that the 
lot alone must pay a tax, but not the house, or 
bank, or store upon it, or the goods which 
may be heaped up in thestore. The board 
will not force the poor man’s. 25-foot lot in the 
southwestern wards to pay as much as the 
rich man’s 25-foot lot on Michigan avenue or 
in the business districts, And as owners of 
bank stock, and dry goods, amd grain ware- 
houses, and other commodities get just as 
much sanitary benefit from the sewage chan- 


} nel as the owners of lots, the law will require 


them to contribute according to their taxable 
values. 

The board cannot do otherwise. The Su- 
preme Court has told 1 where it must make 
special assessments and where it must levy 
general taxes. Such taxes are required by the 
Constitution to be uniform. They must fall 
on personal as well as real property. Until 
the whims of cranks can reverse the decisions 
of Supreme Courts the policy of the Drain- 
age Trustees will remain unaltered. 


EUROPEAN KILLING MACHINES, 

The first in the military course of lectures 
to be delivered this term at Yale University 
by Prof. Totten was chiefly a discussion of the 
war cloud in Europe. It contained some 
highly interesting statistics of the fighting 
strength of the nations which will take-a legd- 
ing part in the struggle that many people are 
afraid must come soon. The following figures, 
credited to Whitehead, show, first, the active 
army strength of the country noted, and then 
all the reserves, making the total estimated 
force available, including active and reserve 
and old men only fit for garrison duty:

According to these figures the three nations 
belonging to the triple alliance have a total 
force of 7,390,203 men, which with the possible 
English contingent makes an aggregate of 
8,571,353, against an anti-alliance force of 
9,558,717, or altogether a forte of 18,130,070 
men ready for action—this in time of peace 
and not including the naval forces of those 
nations. Probably half the total could be 
marched upon the battlefield and set to killing 
each other. 

Nor do these figures, stupendous though 
they be, include all the able-bodied men in 
the countries named. The numerical strength 
of the reserves is given as 71,500,000, or 
about three and a half times the above stated 
enroliment. The preparations for war are so 
complete that, including naval employment, 
about one in every three able-bodied men 
Would immediately make ready for the fray 
either on land or sea. The usual military es- 
timate being about one soldier to evéry six or 
eight inhabitants, it will be evident that Eu- 
rope has already reached the timit, and is 
straining every nerve so faras men are con- 
cerned, while it must be apparent that the 
financial tension is equally great, this view 
according with what is known of the situation 
from news in banking and commercial cir- 
cles.

Either the great powers will soon “ cry havoc, 
and let slip the dogs of war,” or arrive at the 
more sensible conclusion that it is best to 
agree on a mutual disbandment of a large part 
of the forces now marshaled in fighting trim.

It 
is no attack on the Bible itselfto say that 
its prophecies have been toiled with hundreds 
of times with the rebult of fitting them to the 
course of events in the past only to find that 
they seemed to other investigators to fit other 
series of events equally well, while in most 
cases the self-covstituted interpreters have ut- 
terly faifed to apply those prophecies success- 
fully to the events of their own near future, 
Yet it cannot be denied that the situation as 
presented by him is full of grave cause for 
alarm, or that he is mghtin quoting as sig- 
nificant the fact that the ablest military 
spirits of the Fatherland are satisfied peace 
cannot be preserved much longer. 


BRAZIL’S NEW STEAMSHIPS; 

A New York dispatch states that several 
new steamship lines are to be started between 
this country and Brazil.. A company has 
been organized to build thirteen steamers, 
five of iron, to ply between New York and 
Brazilian ports, and eight of wood, to run 
between Baltimore and New Orleans and 
Brazil. The capital is to be furnished by 
citizens of the last-named country. They say 
that if the merchants of the United States will 
not provide better facilities for transporta- 
tion than tramp steamers they will. They are 
anxious to take advantage of Bilaine’s reci- 
procity agreement in order to emancipate 
themselves from their costly commercial 


‘slavery to England. They say that the En- 


glish have been selling goods to them at 
prices which are equivalent to extortion. So 
they intend to ship their coffee, sugar, rubber, 
fine hardwoods, fruits, and other products 
direct to New York, Baltimore, and New 
Orleans, and take back their pay for them in 
American cotions, glassware, leather and 
iron goods, agricultural implements, flour 
lard, pork, etc. : 

But for the reciprocity agreement these 
Brazilians would keep on doing nearly all their 
trading with Europe. -This country would 
continue to take sixty or seventy million dol- 
lars’ worth of Brazilian coffee, sugar, etc., 
and send American securities to England and 
Germany and draw against them to pay three- 
quarters of the cost of Brazilian imports. The 
leak of a hundred millions yearly in the Latin- 
American trade would never be stopped by 
the Democratic policy. The unprofitable 
methods of the past are to be ended, how- 
ever, thanks to Mr. Blaine. But these serv- 
ices, though of inestimable value to the coun- 
try, will not be acknowledged by the leaders 
of the Democrats or those chump Republic- 
ans who fought the adoption of Mr. Blaine’s 
policy last year. No Democratic paper will 
brag of these new steamship lines, If it says 
anything it will beto sneer at and belittle 
them. Nothing displeases these mocratic 
leaders as much as these indications of the 
growing commercial prosperity of their coun- 
try, especially when the credit is clearly due 
to the man they hate so—Mr. Blaine. 


$00,000 BARRELS OF FLOUR TO CUBA. 

Jan. 1 the Cuban duty on. flour will be re- 
duced, thanks to Blaine’s reciprocity agree- 
ment with Spain, from $6.20 to $1 a barrel. 
The American flour exporters are looking for- 
ward eagerly to this opening for trade, and are 
getting ready to take advantage of it. A New 
York dispatch says that they have: received 
Cuban orders for 300,000 barrels of flour to be 
delivered during January next, and that they 
are rushing around to charter vessels to carry 
the freight, over 30,000 tons. Most of it will 
be sent from New York, but some will be 
shipped from Baltimore and other ports. 

Reciprocity with Cuba is going to work just 
as Tux Trtsv&x said it would. A drop in the 
price of flour of over $5 a barrel must neces- 
sarily increase greatly the consumption of 
flour in the island. Those who have used a 
little will buy more and the jabor masses, who 
could not afford to buy any, will begin using 
it. It is stated that one reason for the heavy 
January orders is that the Cubans are afraid 
that their good luck will not last, and that 
they will stock up with cheap flour in the fear 
that the reciprocity agreement with Spain will 
not be permanent. There need .be no alarm 
on that score. After the Cubans have had one 
good taste of flour at moderate rates they 
will not permit Spain to rescind its arrange- 
ment with the United States. There would 
be a revolution if it atten:pted it. So the 
farmers of the West-may be assured that Mr. 
Blaine has secured for them a constant mar- 
ket for a good portion of their wheat surpluses. 


A SMART ALEC. 

The N, Y. Sun has employed a smart Alec 
to do some writing against Chicago and the 
World’s Fair. This is a sample of his 
work: 

The so-called World’s Fair which Chicago owes 
solely to the friendly, if not disinterested, efforts 
of Mr. Platt and Mr. Fassett, will be held in 1893, 
provided that the City of False Pretenses can 
borrow or beg money enough from outside sources 
to start the wheels a-going. The original inten- 
tion to commemorate in an appropriate manner 
the four-hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Christopher Columbus has been 
abandoned.

Columbian sentiment is eliminated.

PERMANENT ART STRUCTURES. 

A majority of the World’s Fair Directors are 
understood to be in favor of leaving behind 
them two permanent art structures when the 
exhibit is cl] One of these is already de 
It to be placed on the Lake- 
Front, near Peck court,’ and $200,000 has been 
appropriated towards it from ‘the Fair fund, 
The other $500,000 necessary to its construo- 
tion will be contributed by tne Art Institute of 
Chicago and its friends, and the buildmg, with 
its contained museum, will bé turned over to 
that association a little more than two years 
hence, to be conducted as a permanent home 
for art in this city. It was originally intended 
to construct a temporary art building in Jack- 
son Park, between Fifty-seventh and Fifty. 
eighth streets, the Park Commissioners 
agreeing to thé scheme only on condition 
of removal as soon as might be after the Fair 
has closed. But the Directors find that it will 
be difficult, perhaps itmpossible, to secure the 
desired objects for display in any other than 
a building that is practicdlly fire-proof, and 
naturally they do not wish to be ‘parties to the 
erection of an art palace which-would be 
architecturally unworthy of the name. Hence 
they had plans prepared the following out of 
which would give them ‘‘ the most magnificent 
museum of art in America.”’ But the opening 
of the bids brings the discovery that the low- 
est cost for it would be ‘$468,591, and it is 
thought to be a pity to expendso much money 
on a building that is to bé oteupied only a 
few months, especially. when a small addi- 
tional sum would enable them to give it a 
permanent character. 

' For this reason the Directors have resolved 
to ask the Park Commissioners to reconsider 
their determination that the park shail be en- 
tirely vacated and restored to the condition it 
was in when entéred on by the workers for the 
Fair. It is said the Commissioners have not 
yet signified a willingness to remit anything 
from the letter of the bond, but. it is hoped 
they will not refuse to listen, and intimated 
that two of them are believed to look with 
favor on the proposal for a change of plan. 
Tillthe Park Board is heard from definitely 
on the subject no contracts will be made for 
the temporary building, and it is not improb- 
able that such a stricture will not be con- 
tracted for at all, It would be a great pity for 
the removal to be finally insisted on, since 
a building such as it is proposed to 
place in the park would be a great architect- 
ural adornment, and the character of its in- 
terior display no less elevating and refining 
tothe popular taste than the communing 
with the beauties of nature and.the enjoyment 
of fresh air which the Commissioners hold it 
would be their duty to provide for the people. |

As a matter of course a toy sail-boat, asevery 

knows, can be made to sail straight 
away when put in the water; consequently, 
the pond bemg a perfect circle. he runs 
around to the int opposite where the boat 
started in order to meet it as it nears 
the shore. Each boy and girl is provided 
with a _ stout bamboo rod about six feet 
in length with which to check the incoming 
craft and turn it about for a return trip to the 
other shore. This is necessary, for a good 
sailing sloop two and one half or three feet in 
length with a heavy lead keel and carry- 
ing @ good spread of sail comes toward the 
shore with a fresh breeze at a lively rate and 
must be checkéd as it approaches the stone 
rim of the pond to save its flying jib-boom. 

On a breezy day in Paris, within two min- 
utes of the Column Vend6me or Hotel Conti- 
nental, in the midst of the Garden of the 

uileries, can be found a crowd of boys and 
girls around a pond of this description, each 
one watch eagerly his or: her ‘sloop or 
schooner as it leans to the biast. On this 
pond I sawevery sort of craft—sloops, schoon- 
ers, three-masters, mechanical boats, and 
steamboats. Some of these (which were from 
six inches to four feet in ength) were perfect 
models of famous English and French racers, 
and it was evidert that the hands that built 
them were in many instances artistic as well 
as clever. It was a pretty sight to see haifa 
dozen of them start out from one side of the 
pond for a race to the other. | 

A man is stationed at every pond who settles 
disputes, if any arise, takes care of the pond, 
and looks after the children. His compensga- 
tion is in the sale and rental of boata, of 
which he keeps a variety on hand. I saw va- 
rious flags at the peaks of these boats, but 
none of them German. Three boats flew the 
American flag, and one of the owners I fouhd 
to be a boy from Chicago, who when he re- 
turns can tell all about it and how it’s done. 
The French toymakers have for some time 
made a little steamer which generates 
steam by means of a spirit lamp, a 

rfectly safe toy and a good seaworthy craft. 

y have also offered for sale this summer 
a model of one of the newest French iron- 
clads, a boat ef about three feet in length, 
with tin hull, a most complete affair, that 
would drive a Chicago boy neatly wild with 
delight, and which would keep him out of 
mischief foran entire summer if he had a 
clean, nice place in which to sail such a craft. 

A pond, as I describe it, must have a stone 
rim, and a good, broad grave) walk all 
around, so that the boys and girls can scamper 
about the pond and have plenty of room; 
otherwise they would make a grassy margin 
very muddy and 1ll in a short time. 

I do not see why our boys and girls would 
not take kindly to this sort of amusement, 
and besides it teaches navigation, for any boy 
soon learns just how to trim his sails, accord- 
ing to the wind, to get the greatest speed pos- 
sible out of his boat. 

Prizes offered each year to the best boat, or 
fastest boat to be built by the boy who owned 
and sailed it would develop capacity in boys, 
whose parents may not be aware of its exist- 
ence. 

A pond with a large fountain in the center 
would not fill the bill. It must be a clear 
sheet of water.

INVASION OF THE RUSSIAN SEAL 
ROOKERIES A SERIOUS THING. 


If the Story of Capt. McLean's Capture Is 
Authentic This Government Can Do but 
Little te Mitigate the Punishment He 
Has Earned—President Harrison Refuses 
a Request of the British Minister for the 
Return of a Chinaman-—General Wash- 
ington News. 

Wasureron, D. C.,.0ct. 3,—[Special. ]—No 
official information has been received here re- 
garding the seizure of Capt. McLean and his 


crew for seal-poaching in Russian waters. 
When the facts are laid before the State De- 
partment whatever steps are necessary will be 
taken to see that their rights as American 
citizens are recognized, but the reports indi- 
cate that there is not mach which can be done 
for them. The United States is pretty severe 
on poachers if its waters and it recognizes 
fully the right of the Russians to protect their 
rookeries. 

A telegram was received at the Treasury 
Department today from Capt. Hooper, com- 
manding the revenue steamer Corwin, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the vessel at Sitka 
Sept. 15, and that she would sail for San Fran- 
cisco by inland route via Seattle about the 4th 
of October. He reported the seizure of the 
steamer Hattie Gage at San Point Sept. 10, 
and that he had ordered her to Sitka, where 
she is now due, He said also that the two 
seizures previously made by the Corwin were 
set for trial at Jtfneatt Oct.1. An account of 
the cruise of the Corwin has been forwarded 
by mail. 

Capt. Shepard, Chief of the Revenue Marine 
Division, Treasury Department, has received 
a letter from an officer of the revenue steamer 
Rush, dated Unalaska, Alaska, Sept. 5, say- 
ing: “The Bering Sea season is drawing to 
aclose. Few.sealing vessels are seen now, a 
stray one being being boarded occasionally. 
The latest seizure was made by the Mohican. 
The British schooner Otto was boarded after 
having been in the sea nine days. She was 
fitted out at Victoria and had several news- 
paper correspondent aboard. .Her object was 
to enter Bering Sea and hunt seals, endeavor- 
ing to keep out of sight of government ves- 
sels. The Mohican seized her on account of 
some error in her papers. The Otto left for 
Victoria Oct. 4. This makes the fourth seiz- 
ure this season, 

The Corwin seized two vessels and the Rush 
and Mohican - one Most of the vessels 
of the sealing fleet have been boarded by the 
government ships, but about a dozen schoon- 
ers have“*been able to evade them. The Rush 
has been cruis actively and has boarded 
twenty vessels. é Corwin left this morning 
for Sitka, where her officers have been 
subpoenaed as witnesses in the case of seizures 
made by them. The court convenes Oct. 1. 
The Bear has not arrived from the north, but 
may be ex at any time, 

The Rush and the Bear will remain in these 
waters until Dec. 1. The season has been ex- 
ceptionally fine so far, but it is now time for 
the boisterous weather to: setin, and we will 
probably catch our share of it. The naval 
vessels remain in the sea, with the exception 
of the Porpoise, which has teturned to China. 
The Alert and the Thetis are running short of 
provisions, and one of them may have to go 
south for supplies. The Marion 1s here await- 
ing the arrival of the coal-ship from Depart- 
ure Bay, P.C., before proceeding to Yoko- 
hama. Some of the sealing schooners 
have done very well this  sea- 
son. One vessel has a total catch 
of 4,300 skins for the spring and summer 
work. Others have catches nearly as large. 
The Bering Sea vessels have catches ranging 
from a few hundred to 2,500skins. The gov- 
ernment vessels have kept a strict watch upon 
the sealers and their movements, and have se- 
cured valuable information as to the season’s 
catch. Each vessel bas also kept a record of 
the number of seals seen in the sea at a dis- 
tance from the Isiands of St. Pauland St. 
George. The schooner Sitka has brought 
word from Yakulat that the bodies of the 
four meniost in Icy Bay last June by the 
swamping of a boat fromthe Bear were re- 
covered by the natives a week Jater and buried 
in the sand. 


Chong_Sam Must Go Back to China, 


The case of Chong Sam, a Chinaman who 
entered the United States from Canada and 
who was ordered deported to China, has been 
finally disposed of: Sir’ Jilian Pauncefote, 
the British Minister, interested himself in the 
case on the ground that the man had a domi- 
ciliary residence in Canada and should there- 
fore be allowed to return to Cahada, and in 
order to accomplish that piirpose he urged 
that the President: grant a pardon to the Chi- 
naman, The President wrote to the Secretary 
of State under date of Sept. 29 as follows: 

I have had under consideration the case of 
Chong Sam, a Chinese subject who c m 
the Dominion of Canada to the United States 
and was arrested at Port Huron for a violation of 
our exclusion act and in whose behalf Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, her Majesty's Minister to this cap- 
ital, has male some ngpeeencatone and the re- 
quest that this man should be returned to Can- 
ada. You wil. please say to Sir Julian that if this 
were a single case it would give this government 
great pleasure to show its consideration by 
complying with his request, but there is 

in this case, in my opinion, the 
uestion of the success and enforce 
ment of our exclusion acts, If Chinamen 
can land in Canada and suffer no other 
penalty for crossing our line than that of being 
returned to Canada, from whence they may again 
repeat their attempt to entef our territory, our 
law becomes practically a dead letter. I have, 
therefore, directed the Secretary of the Treasury 
to send this man back to China, It is probable 
that the question of whether it is right under our 
law can be decided by an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus in behalf of this man. 

The Collector of Customs at Port Huron 
was today directed to request the Marshal to 
deliver the prisoner into the custody of the 
Collector of Customs at San Francisco if 
habeas corpua proceedings are not promptly 
instituted.

Wasurnearon, D. C., Oct. 3.— third an- 
nual report of Commissioner Taylor was 
handed to the Secretary of the Interior today. 
The report says of the railroad situation that 
for the last year there has been an increase in 
the gross receipts but a falling off in net 
‘ earnings, owmg t6 increased competition. 
The net earnings of the roads indebted to the 
government show a slight decrease over last 
year. The roads are paying into the Treasury 
each year all that the laws require them to 


Pall detailed statements are given showing 
the financial condition of the companies, the 
gross and net earnings, give the requirements, 
amounts paid in, and total amount of govern- 


gent debt. 


These ments show that the. total gross 
receipts of the bonded ro ads for the last year 
for which settlements are made were. $28,045,- 

287; net earnings, $6,058,695; government re- 
quirement, $1,740,085; paid in, $1,616,064.

The list of recorded transfers has lost much 

of its significance as indicating the trend of 
the realty market. There is, however, no 
more satisfactory index of realty movements, 
and the transfer list is watehed with much in- | 
terest. 

The total of transfers for the tirst nine 
months of 1891 is $139,820,000, as compared 
with a total of $166,545,000 for the correspond- 
ing term of last year. The first quarter of 
1891 shows an increase over last year. The 
second and third quarters have totals smalier 
than those of last year.

Opinions in Regard to the Financial Condi. 
tion of Last Year’s Buyers. 

The present condition of inactivity in the 
‘general realty market naturally suggests a 
question as to the position taken by owners of 
property bought during the active market of 
ayear ago. Are they meeting their second 
payments promptly or are they temporizing 
with their creditors? ‘Are they quietly holding 
their purchases or are they attempting to 
make sacrifice sales? In many purchases 
made during 1889 and 1890 the possibility 
of a second payment—that bugbear to 
real-estate speculators—falling due was 
overlooked. The average buyer made 
speculative purchases—bought to sell again. 
An examination of the acre purchases of the 
year shows that in most cases purchasers have 
subdivided their holdimgs, and have disposed 
of at least part of their property at retail. The

Old apec- 
ulators have noticed that an active and buoy- 
ant stock market is usually preceded by a 
sharp revival in the transactions in invest- 
ment bonds. This revival in the mortg 
business might be looked upon as a parallel 
incident, and one preceding a revival in the 
investment demand for real estate.

‘There are no defaults in payments made 
public because the holders of purchase money 
paper are making no moves toward foreclos- 
ure,’® said D. Kerfoot. ‘* Persons who 
made sales last year have no _ desire 
to get their land back and they make 
any extensions asked rather than foreclose. 
In case of a foreclosure proceeding the holder 
of the land has over a year in which he may 
redeem, while the person foreclosing has an 
involved interest of which he cannot readily 
dispose. It is easy'to see why a seller will 
choose to be lenient with a purchaser who 
fails to make his payments promptly. A man 
may have sold a tract of land and immediate- 
ly disposed of his purchase money paper. If 
he brings action to foreclose he is at once 
compelled to protect this paper. If the debtor 
is given an extension of time no question is 
rai as to the security, and the mortgage- 
holder is put to no inconvemience to raise 
money to protect the notes sold by him.”

Blue Laws to Be Enforced fn Baltimore— 
With Exceptions, 

Bautrwore, Md., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Be- 
ginning with tomorrow an attempt will be 
made to enforce the old Sunday blue laws in 
this city. Newsdealers, cigar stores, and con- 
fectioneries will be closed by the order of the 
grand jury to the Police Commissioners that 
the law which for years has been considered a 
dead letter must be enforced. About four 
years ago similar action was taken, but the 
police, in response to public sentiment, soon 
relaxed their vigilance. The drug-stores will 
not be permitted to sell soda water, and the 
stands for the sale of ice-cream and soda water 
in the parks will be closed. The several 
liquor saloons and gambling places which by 
order of the Democratic clique which controls 
this city are afforded special police protec- 
tion will continue business as usual behind 
dark screens and closed doors,

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THERE ARE SHORT CROPS IN EUROPE. 


And Long Crops in America—A “Bull” 
View of the Food Supply Question. 
New York World, Sept. 29: This year’s 
crop of cereals is estimated in round numbers 
at 3,215,000,000 bushels. It is not easy to com- 
prehend the immensity of this harvest from 
the consideration of mere figures. Here is

Statistics are accessible to show how many 
mouths there are to feed over there, and the 
average consumption is a.well fixed figure. 
The question then is to fit the surplus the 
requirements one with the other and 
see where we are likely to come out. Some 
very rash guesses have been made, one wild- 
cat figure oe the shortage On wheat and 
rye at 619,000,000 bushels, whereas if it be one- 
tenth of that it will be large enough to be 
taken care of by the always undeterminable 
reserve stock. Taken the question of wheat 
alone: Beerbohm, the standard statistician of 
Europe, estimates the requirement of wheat 
in the importing season already opened in 
France and now about to begin in England at 
965,000 quarters per week, which at eight 
bushels to the quarter means about 7,750,000 
bushels. Of this amount the ‘continent will 
take 4,800,000 bushels and Great Britain the 
remainder. At present there are in transit 
for these countries about 38,000,000 bushels, 
A careful estimate made on Mark Lane, Lon- 
don, with every source of correct information 
available put the two sides of the problem on 
the wheat supply as follows:

Now it is a cattle food 
almost exclusively. It is a pork fattener, and 
despite the food table of the doctors showing 
that it is just as nutritious as rye the com- 
mon people refuse to touch it. If the odd 
combination of circumstances should result in 
having the good, healthy corn crammed down 
the throats of the stupid lower classes of Con- 
tinental Europe, corn, in addition to its use as 
a maker of pork, may also figure as a com- 
panion of that pork in the vast foreign 
stomach as it now does in the native Amer- 
ican interior. 


FREE-TRADER MILLS CALLED DOWN. 


Figures Showing the Falsity of His State- 
ment Regaraling This Country’s Exports 
to the South. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 26.—[St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.|—In his set speech deliv- 
ered in Ohio a few days ago, and widely dis- 
tributed by advance copies to the newspapers, 
Mr. Mills referred to the Administration as 


follows: 

Its eyes are turned southward only because that 
is the only direction for an outlet for our manu- 
factures. It says it is looking for another market 
for our wheat and pork, but that is not the direc- 
tion to look for markets for agricultural products. 
If we would relieve our farmers we must look 
East and North. We nowexport less than $10,- 
000,000 worth ot agricultural products to the coun- 
tries south of us, except the West Indies. 

Reference to the official reports on file at 
the Bureau of Statistics, reports which are as 
accessible to Mr. Mills as any other inquiring 
American citizen, show that this statement is 
far from the truth. In the year ended 
June 30, 1890, the total exports of agricult- 
ural products from the United States to 
Mexico, Central and South America, British 
Honduras, and French, Dutch, and British 
Guiana, amounted not to ‘‘ less than $10,000,- 
000,’’ as he asserts, but to $18,466,345; in the 
same year the exports of agricultural prod- 
ucts from the United Statesto the West Indies 
amounted to $15,333,341, makinga total of 

.799,686. Moreover, of the agricultural 
products exported to the West Indies no less 
than $6,392,181 in vaiue were sent*to Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, and San Domingo, with 
which, since Sept. 1, reciprocity agree- 
ments have been in force, which will, in all 
probability, double the exports to those coun- 
tries within the coming year. A like agree- 
mefit with the Republic of Brazil has been in 
force since April 1, and will be of immense 
benefit to the farmers of the United States. 

But this is by no means all. In the year 
ended June 30, 1890, there were exported 
from the United States to Mexico, Central and 
South America, British Honduras and British, 
Dutch, and French Guiana articles ‘manu fact- 
ured from the products of farms and planta- 
tions in the United States as follows: 
Cotton cloth and cloth and other manu- 
factures of cottons, ,876,671; cordage 
twine, and other manufactures of flax an 
hemp, $1,597,000; cigars, cigarettes, and other 
manufactures of tobacco, $240,685; total, 
$5,714,356. To the West Indies the exports 
were as follows: cotton manufactures, $1,249,- 
466; manufactures of flax and hemp, $500,000; 
manufactures of tobacco, $212,279; total 
$1,961,745, of which $730,667 was sent 
to Cuba, Puerto Rico, and San Do- 
mingo. Adding the sum of the last two 
totals—$7,676,101—to the first. total makes 
an aggregate of $41,475,587. The figures giv- 
en are far within the truth, because of the fact 
that a considerable proportion of the agri- 
cultural products exported from the United 
States to the neighboring Republic of Mexico 
is sent by railway cars and other land vehicles 
and never reported to the customs officers o 
the United States, upon whose returns the 
reports of the Bureau of Statistics are based, 
But the figures are compiete enough to show 
that Mr. Mills told less than a auarter of the 
truth in hisspeech at Mansfield respecting 
the value of the agricultural products ex- 
ported to the countries and islands south of 
the United States.

FERTILE LANDS Of THE NORTH PA- 
CIFIC COAST. ' 


Many Acres Under Cultivation and as Many 
Not Yet Tilled—Sagebrush Plains Which 
Will Yield Under Irrigation ~ Great 
Wheat-Growing Districtsa—Where They 
Are Situated and How They Are Culti- 
vated. | 

Szatriz, Wash., Sept. 26.—The recent flurry 
in wheat has caused a good deal of excitement 
among the farmers of Eastern Washington, 
whose principal industry is wheat growing. 

Prices here, however, are governed more di- 

rectly by those of the English market than 

by those pf Chicago, for high freight rates 
across the continent bring it about that much 
less grain is shipped from here to St. Paul 
than is sent by vessel to Liverpool. The three 
points of export are Seattle, Portland, and 


Tacoma. 

Careful and conservative estimates place 
this year’s wheat crop at from 13,000,000 to 
15,000,000 bushels—about the same as last 
year’s yield. Washington is commonly cred- 
ited with having produced 21,000,000 bushels 
in 1890, but that estimate 1s excessive by from 
six to eight millions. This year the acreage 
is larger, but the average yield is somewhat 
less. 

There are three great wheat-growing dis- 
tricts—the Big Bend country, the Palouse Val- 
ley, and the Walla Walla Valley. The first is 
in the center of tlie State and derives its course 
from the big bend of the Columbia River. De- 
velopment there has been impeded by the lack 
of transportation. Now twv or three lines are 
being pushed into these fields, and during the 
last two years there has been a large 1mmugra- 
tion. The district which has produced the 
most is the Valley of the Palouse, one of the 
tributaries of the Snake River in the eastern 
end of the State. The third wheat belt lies 
north of the Palouse—the Walla Walla Val- 
ley—most of which has been under cultiva- 
tion for many years. Walla Walla contains 
the oldest settlement in Washington, but forty 
years of tilling have not brought about the 
slightest exhaustion of the soil. 

The three districts have much in common 
in climatic conditions and character of soil. 
This soil, from ten to one hundred feet in 
depth, is a sedimentary deposit, evidently of 
volcanic origin, as it is made up of a sandy 
loam, disintegrated basalt, and ash. It is 
quite porous, readily drinking in moisture 
and giving it out as needed, and allowing the 
salts to rise to feed the growing crop. is 
land, which, as ean be seen, is not unlike that 
of Italy, has in tracts yielded annually forty 
bushels of wheat to the acre without the use of 
composts. Climatic conditions are not vari- 
able. There is sure to be enough rain in the 
autumn to bring up the wheat, and there is 
enough in the late spring and summer to cause 
the grain to mature without being scorched. 
There are on the average three seats of snow, 
and the deeper the snow the better are the 
pros for an abundant harvest. 

It is estimated that from 500,000 to 600,000 
acres of good wheat land are under cultivation 
and about as much more lying unemployed. 
There are in addition vast tracte of sage- 
brush plains, needing only irrigation to make 
them blossom like a garden. There is plenty 
of water, for the mountain ranges with ‘their 
unfailing steams are near. and artesian wells 
have been very successful. A number have 
been bored in the various tracts to a depth of 
from 70 to 125 feet. At Pullman,in the Pa- 
louse district, there are eight wells, in which 
the water rises about forty feet above the level 
ot the ground. The flow avérages 1,000 gal- 
lons per minute from each well. Within the 
last three weeks artesian wells have been sunk 
in Yakima County—a stretch of sage brush 
just east of the Cascade Range. ater was 
reached at a depth of 400 feet, and flowed 
through an eight-inch pipe at the rate of 
250,000 gallons a day. ells like this will 
make rich wheat and fruit land out of hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of sage brush. 

The wheat in Washington averages more to 
the acre than in any other State, the accepted 
average for 1890 being 23.5 bushels. In some 
localities yields of from 40 to 60 bushels are 
common, and yields of 80 are not infrequent. 
The crop of 1890 showed some noteworthy 
yields. One of the best authenticated in- 
stances was a yield of 1014¢ bushels from an 
acre on the farm of E. J. Northcut of Pull- 


man. 

Dr. N. J. Blalock of Walla Walla, the most 
successful wheat-grower of the State, has fur- 
nished for publication the following figures: 

A few years ago I had a field of 2,300 acres of 
wheat, and from it I had surveyors lay off in one 
body exactly 1,000 acres. The yield from this 
tract was harvested and thrashed apart from the 
rest, the returns being 50,000 bushels, which sold 
in the field for 67 cents a bushel. This was on the 
foot-hill lands, which a few years ago were consid- 
ered valueless. I have also endeavored to ascer- 
tain the costof production per bushel and the | 
profits per acre. In doing thisI took three suc- 
cessive crops, which averaged thirty-two bushrels 
to tlivacre. All work was done by contract, the 
plowing. seeding, harrowing, and  harvest- 


ing be aid for by the acre, and 
the thenthhe o the bushel. The plowing cost 


$1.25 per acre, harrowing ana seeding 90 cents per 
acre, seed 60 cents per acre, harvesting and head- 
ing $1.50 per acre, thrashing 6 cents per bushel. 
This made the cost per bushel a litt over 19 
cents. I then added interest on the value of the 
land for two years and counted the cost of pro- 
duction at 29 cents. As the three crops sold in the 
field for an average of 55 cents per bushel I 
counted the profits at $8.28 per acre. 

Dr. Blaiock reckons interest for two years, 
because he fallows half of his farm every year. 
Irrigation, however, would make summer fal- 
lowing unnecessary. 

The Washington farmer has all the year to 
seed and all the yearto harvest. During the 
summer the ground is covered with a layer of 
dust thick enough to cause the soi! beneath to 
retain its moisture. Wheat sown in this dust 
in the latter part of June, July, August, and 
September will spring up only after the 
autumn rains have setin. Itis generally con- 
sidered that from Sept. 15 to Dec. 1 is the beat 
time for seeding, though wheat sown im the 
summer and at any time in the winter or early 
spring will ripen at the same time. 

Another great advantage is the absence of 
necessity for haste in harvesting; a week, a 
month, or even three months makes little dif.- 
ference. Wheat standing after it is ripe suffers 
no loss, for the crop never straw falls. The 
stem is strong and the fiber tough, and, though 
the harvest season begins about the Ist of July, 
the machines are in the tields until December 
and occasionally. the crop is left standing until 
the following spring. Thus it happens that the 
dry weather and the mild climate enable the 
Washington farmers to t along with com- 

aratively little extra help for seeding and 

arvest. i 

Several varieties of wheat are raised, though 
the stem predominates. Other popular varie- 
ties are Red Chaff, Scotch Fife, Little Club, 
and Chile Club. ‘Experiments have been 
made with some varieties of hard wheat and 
satisfactory yields have been obtained, but 
the wheat gradually develops into soft wheat 
like that of California. 

While wheat is the great cereal product of 
Eastern Washington barley has been’ found 
to yield forty or fifty bushels to the acre. 
Oats need more moisture, but are successful 
under irrigation. As a rule the nights are too 

for corn.

Clearings at the principal cities of the United 
States yesterday and a week 


New York exchange was quoted as follows yes 
terday: Chicago, par; Boston, 25@30c discount ;

There is no change in the local financial situa- 
tion. The demand continues light and the supply 
of funds more than ample to meet all require- 
ments. Rates are generally 6 per cent, with the 
trust companies occasionally getting 7, while on 
the other hand loans of private funas are made 
on a call at 5% percent. The supply of commer 
cial paper is small and the demand equal to ab- 
sorbing rapidly all that comes into this market. 
The country banks are the chief customers. 

The aggregate figures from the returns made by 
the national banks in answer to the recent call 
of the Controller furnish an interesting compari- 
son with the results shown by previous calls this 
year. The first call of the year was made Feb. 
26; since then the capital of the Chicago national 
banks has increased from $17,646,645 to $21,005.9u,, 
an increase of $3,359,325. During the same period, 
which is one day less than seven months, the 
yy and profits of the have increased 
$1,875,049, an increase equal to over 10 per cent 
on the capital of the banks at the begiuning of 
the period. Loans have increased nearly $13,- 
000,000, cash on hand over $5,000,000, individual de- 

its nearly $11,000,000. The amount due other 
anks has increased about $2,200,000. This fur- 
nishes proof of the statement that has been made 
several times that the country banks are not draw- 
ing at all closely upon their neces here. The 
country is unusually full of money, and the country 
banks have an amount at their disposal greater 
than they have had in a iong while 
The amount of stocks and bonds other 
than United States bonds held by the Chi- 
cago national banks have increased in the seven 
months nearly $1,000,000. That is probably the re- 
sult of the sharp slump in stocks last summer, 
which necessitated several banks taking stocks 
held as collateral. The stock market has been so 
dull since then that it has been difficult for them to 
dispose of the securities. With reference to the cir- 
culation the same thing is noticed that has taken 
place allover the country, an increase in the 
amount. 

Sterling rates showed no change. No further 
engagements of gold were reported, but the rates 
are down to a point which makes a steady cur- 
rent of the metal in this direction ievitable.

The Eclair of Paris hxs announced that the 
heirs of Meissonier hayé decided to give to the 
French Government the precious collection left

BOOK MARK AND BIBLE. 


AN INSPIRATION FOR MURBDER DE- 
RIVED FROM THE GOOD BOOK, 


The Grewsome Story Which Was Related 
to the Public Prosecutor by the Privy 
Councilor—Josias of the Evil Eye and 
His Unhappy Spouse—A Clever Murder 
Revealed by a Mark in the Bible—Jael 
and Sisera Over Again.

of the Great Archeologist—Deyoted to

ence, }—It is hard to imagime that there is no 
Schliemann picking at the ruins of ancient 
‘Greece today. We can better imagine Troy 
with her Helen than without her Schliemann, 
for tis only an echo of that fair lady that 
reaches us, while the sound of Dr. Schlie- 
mann’s pick could be heard by anyone who 
put himseif in the way of hearing it. 
Pascinating as are Dr. Schiiemann’s ac- 
counts of his excavations, they are almost 
- too voluminous for the average reader and for 
the scientific investigator. They lack the 
value of more carefully considered work. Dr. 
Schliemann wrote before his assert:ons could 
be verified. He wrote with the pen of the en- 
thusiast and published with all his impetu- 
ésity. Had he lived he would no doubt have 
rewritten all of his books by the light of sub- 
séquent discoveries, but he died and Dr. Carl 
Schuchardt has done it for him. 

In ashort quarto volume hearing the title, 
“Schliemann’s Excavations,” published by 
Macmillan, Dr. Schuchardt gives us an arche- 
ological and historical study of Schliemann’s 
work, condensing what the archeologist. had 
already written and only giving that which has 
been “ proved true beyond a doubt. Dr. Schu- 
chardt’s book isa most exhaustiveand scholarly 
résumé of the work and, unlike the usual

jars, however, are also found in the 
man settlement, and are very common in 
all the other historic and prehistoric 
strata. Théy are always found in an 
upright position, and they are almost invariably 
covered with a stone slab. They served to store 
oil, wine, water, fruit, and grains. Similar jars 
were used for the same’ purpose in the oil and 
wine shops of Pompeii and Herculaneum, and to 
this day in Asia Minor and in Greece, where there 
are no cellars.. It will be remembered that at 
Rome during the reign of Domitian (81-96 A. D. 
the Monte Testaccio, which is 165 feet high an 
over 325 feet in diameter, was completely formed 
of broken wine jugs. This proves how general 
the use of these pithoi was for the storage of 
wine. The yegetable products which the Hissar- 
lik jars contained were several sorts of grain and 
as.

A kind of pottery very superior to the Roman 
is to be found in the second stratum from the 
top, which belongs to the Hellenic period. Here,

The discovery of the ruins of the first period 
of the second city has made it possible to dis- 

inguish the pottery of this settlement more 
closely. In the first period is still found a glazed 
mon ack. pottery, which bears a very 
close resemblance to that of the first Trojan city. 
The plates and dishes have exactly the shape of 
those of the first city, only here there are tio 
horizontal tabes. Just as in the first city, so 
here the vases have projections at the side with 
two vertical holes for suspension.

Parrott engaged in mercantile business at 
Fort Madison. Here, — 4, 1838, he was 
united in marnage to Miss Henrietta Buck- 
halter. % 
In 1852 the young couple removed to Keo- 
kuk, where they remained_until the b 
out of the war, when Col. Parrott commen 
recruiting a company, of which he was elected 
Captain, and went into camp at Burlington. 
They were afterward attached to the Seventh 
lowa Infantry and went to the front early in 
August. At Belmont, Mo,, Capt. Parrott was 
disabled for several months by a gunshot 
wound, but rejoined his regiment éarly in De- 
cember and was soon promoted.to the posi- 
tion of Lieutenant-Colonel of the regiment. 
He continued ig the army until the’close of 
the war. ‘Shortly after the close of the war the 
Colonel was og SH Postmaster of Keokuk 
which position he held for twelve years, and 
since time has held various positi of

adelphia and was the daughter of Frederick 
Buckhalter.

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RECALLED SY THE RETURN OF A VER-

First Production of the Author’s Play at 
One of the Down-Town Theaters—The 
Owls, in Evening Dress, Forgot to Hoot, 
the Critics Shut Their Eyes, and the 
Cash-Paying Public Was Happy—The 
Free Lance and Its Demise. 


The old newspaper crowd, theatrical man- 
et club men who .were just sufficiently 
Sohemian in their nature to enjoy all there 
is in life, and the younger generation of com- 
a cial factors of Chicago . will remember 

r. Wilham Eaton; for some reason, not on 
account of any action or mannerism on his 
part, generally known as Will. 
ou the last few years he has been in the 

bit of coming back to the city unan- 
nounced, flitting among his friends, and then 
disappearing without leaving the address of his 
destination. He has been in town the last week. 
He will be remembered by the old crowd as 
theatrical critic—now called dramatic editor— 
of the old Times. He was a playwright, and 
the production of his first play in this city, 

All the Rage,”’ was an event of the season, a 
piece of a sentence which has been worn down 
pretty well, but it fits the case referred to. 
The play haa one of the strongest casts ever 
given a drama of that character. It was 
made up of people who liked the author and 
they wanted tu see the thing go, The scene- 
shifter was as enthusiastic about the piece as 
the author. McVicker gave the event -his 
countenance and the production was at his 
theater. He saw the rehearsals, Louis 
Sharpe, the assistant manager of the house 
and a good actor himself when he had to doit, 
gave the play his attention in the way of 
settings and dressings necessary for effect. 

The First Night of the Play. 

Eaton was one of theOwls. He hooted early 
and late in the loft with that nest of birds that 
had no counterpart in Bohemia. The Owls 
took it into their headsto make “*All the Rage ”’ 
a howling success, The Owls made as at- 
tractive appearance in the boxes of a theater 
as one the least bit finicky about such things 
would care to see. They had the key to the 
side door of the best society in town. Men of 
the world will understand what that means. 
Then the fellowship of those days, with all due 
respect to the tie which binds the pres- 
ent brotherhood, nothing about it 
which made a meeti dreaded. There 
were no cannibals in the Owl club. The night 
of the production of “‘ All the Rage’”’ came, 
and the Owls were there, and when one looked 
if one had lived 
there long, that the Owls had done their duty 
by the author. There were differences of 
opinion about “ All the Rage,” of course. 
People who sat in the boxes, those who sat in 
chairs, those who paid their money, did not 
see the imperfections of the play. They had 
gone there with their minds made up that it 
couldn’t help being good. The critics handled 
it not too roughly. Up in the roost, 
among the ‘Owls, the play was dissected. 
McVicker, maybe, had his say, for at that 
time he was the oldest Owl of them all. Dave 
Henderson, Sam Steele, Jizn Chisolm were 
the critics who sat the play through—some- 
thing new for them to do in those nights—and 
each handled it, as has been said, not too 
roughly, but at the same time they did not let 
the fact that Eaton was an Owl sway them in 
their judgments. Eaton did not expect that. 
He knew better. On the contrary, he had the 
same sort of feeling about the piece that the 
old Duke of Cumberland had about an effort 
of his, about which he said thatif any thought 
less of it than he he would forego his own 
opinion and take up theirs. 

The play had a successful run here, was 
taken to other cities, and if the writer re- 
members correctly it was kept on the road 


| for two seasons. . It came back to Chicago the 


second time and was well received by the 
goers. There was a disposition on the part of 
the town to make “All the Rage” a contin- 
uous success, not because it was the best play 
ever written but because Eaton wrote it, and 
Eaton was a jolly good fellow. But Eaton, 
somehow, helped to down the thing. When- 
ever any one would speak tenderly of the play 
Eaton would groan. Finally the Owl club 
took its last hoot, and the old crowd that 
had gathered in the eyrie began to disin- 
tegrate. ‘*‘All the Rage’’ was shelved with 
the other lumber and effects of the 
club. It was less than fifteen years ago that 
Chicago saw what has been imperfectly writ- 
ten down in the foregoing. None of Eaton’s 
friends think less of him today than then, but 
think of Chicago doing anything for an author 
today that it did for Eaton, or was ready to do 
for any one else ually deserving in those 
days. Theincident is referred to only to 
show how we have outgrown some of the pro- 
vincialisms, delightful as they were. We did 
not think they were provincialisms then. 
Maybe they were not, only as measured by the 
metropolitan strides of this tireless, restless 
city. 
The Days of the “Free Lance.” 


The flitting in and about of Eaton recails 
another bit of the time when he was here. 
The generation that remembers the days of 
the Free Lance is not yet baldheaded—at least 
not from age. But there is a generation which 
has come on the thoroughfares and taken high 
places in Chicago which never heard of 
the Free Lance. !t was a weekly newspaper, 
organized by the bnght lights of the Chicago 
press. The writers were not disassociated 
from their own papers. They held their 
places which they knew would bring financial 
return and contributed to the Free Lance for 
fun and glory! Sometimes, perhaps, for re- 
venge. Jim Chisholm was the editor, the 
only man on the staff who drew a salary. 
Eaton was one of the lances. The paper was 
taken up by the Owls, and that is what event- 
ually killed it; mot directly, of course, but 
otherwise. 

It may be said here for the benefit of any 
young men who may be ofthe opinion that 
brains wil] make success of a newspaper, that 
the fate of the Free Lance proved the contrary. 
It was, in its way, the brightest and best writ- 
ten paper ever printed in this city. It was the 
combined talent of the Chicago mee It did 
not seek to print any news. lit was wise, 
witty, keen, and towards its decay venomous. 
he editorial rooms were at theo clubs, at the 
hotels, in the street cars, anywhere, wherever 
an idea was afloat. Its circulation began on 
Saturday night and continued as long as those 
that had been printed could be borrowed. Its 
wit and scintillations were of a high order 
until toward the close. Well, such Paces 
never last, at least not in this country. They 
are part of the atmosphere of Paris, but not 
here. The Free Lance fell by the wayside. 
Too much of a disposition to roast whoever 
differed with one writer or another. It stag- 
gered to the slums The lances had all been 
withdrawn, of course. It became a highway- 
man and perished. Its very name is tinctured 
to this day. 

The occasional coming and going of Eaton 
reminds one of the starting of a bright and 
piquant morning newspaper over on Fifth av- 
enue. Asthe wind bloweth where it listeth, 
so for many months was it with the new daily. 
It seemed to flourish most when there were 
the least evidences of that sort of thing by 
which a publisher gauges success or defeat. 
It was saucy, belligerent, desperate, always 
ready for a fight, pretty as a picture, and 
never without pin-money. Politicaily, if. it 
had any leanings in that way, it was as vari- 
able as the weather-cock by which William the 
Testy of the early days of the Hudson 
changed his opinions. , | 

Eaton’s blood is still uncongealed. He is 
hither and yon at all seasons. He has traveled 
in allthe places worth seeing since he left 
Chicago. Everybody travels more or less ia 
this age, but everybody does not see. An old 
newspaper man talks disconnectedly. His 
business is to blame for that. But when one 
talks in that way, provided one says some- 
thing in each disconnected sentence, one says 
a good deal in an ordinary conversation, 
Opinions of London, Belfast, and Antwerp. 

Wher Eaton went from Chicago to New 
York, after some experiences in the latter 
city, he caine to the conclusion that the specu- 
lator in Gotham was the oiliest individual in 
existence. He had some reason for thinking 
this. *“‘Then I went to London,” he said. 
“‘The Londoner who meets you for business 
sizes you up, and if he concludes to take you 
he does so at one gulp. While he is enter- 
taining you he will deftly take every garment, 
metaphorically, from your back. He will 
remove the lightest texture, and after he has 
left you stark naked he will throw up his 
hands and say, ‘My God, you have 
robbed me.’ t have had to do’ with 
many. people since I went out from Chicago. 
Deliver me from the Londoner. Of course 
this being a Londoner has much to do with 
this. The town is so immense every’ 
is on the same scale.

THE STRANGE STORY OF PEPA, 


A Maid Servant Who Exercised a Power- 
ful Influence on the Destinies of Europe. 

New York Recorder: A few days ago there 
died in France a woman who, although ill- 
favored and disagreeable, exercised a most 
powerful influence on the destinies of Europe. 
Extraordinary though it may appear, she was 
nothing but a servant girl, with so little edu- 
cation that she barely knew how to write her 
name, which was Pepa. She was a Spaniard 
by birth and was the maid and confidential 
factotum of the Empress Eugénie both before 
and after her marriage to Napoleon. 

It isgenerally admitted that the Empress Eu- 
génie was principally responsible for many of 
the most cruel of France’s disasters. She was 
entirely under the control of her maid, who 

all the vices and none of the virtues 
of the Spanish character. The Emperor and 
many of Eugénie’s friends and relatives re- 
peatedly implored her to dismiss Pepa, but 
without avail, and it was current at the time 
that she owed her exceedingly strong position 
to some dangerous secret of her mistress, 
which the latter feared she would reveal. 

Pepa commenced her career as a mere maid, 
with white apron and cap, in the service of 
the old Countess of Montijo, taking her meals 
in the kitchen. She afterward became the 
maid and confidante of Eugénie, being aware 
of all her flirtations and adventures prior to 
her marriage to Napoleon. On becoming 
Empress Eugénie appointed her first femme 
de chambre, and subsequently gave her the 
piace of treasurer of her household. Just be- 
tore the latter | nen she married a cor- 
poral of the Imperial Guard, whose good 
looks pleased her, and. at the Emperor’s re- 
quest the corporal was advanced to the rank 
of Lieutenant on the wedding day. 

Every purchase made by the Empress passed 

gh Pepa’s hands—not only those of 
clothes, but also of pictures, statues, bric-a- 
brac, and jewels. {n each case Pepa insisted 
on obtaining a commission, and thus it was 
that when the empire came t0 an end, in 1870, 
she possessed a fortune of 5,000,000 francs in 
money and 800,000 francs in jewels deposited 
in the vaults of the Bank of France. The 
amount ot her wealth became known just be- 
fore the deciaration of war, through the death 
of her husband, which rendered it necessary 
that an inventory should be taken of her 
property. 

All the dresses, and, in fact, the whole garde- 
robe of the Empress, with the exception of 
certain valuable furs and | were included 
in Pepa’s perquisites. The Empress rarely 
wore a dress more than once—or at the most 
twice—and accordingly they accumulated fast.

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A Magnificent Building Which It Will 
Take Two More Years to Finish. 

Three hundred workmen, under the super- 
vision of Gen. Thomas Lincoln Casey, Chief 
of Engineers, are making rapid progress with 
the Congressional Library Building, sxetches 
of which as it looks at present and will look 
when completed are given herewith. 

For more than seventeen years this project 
was before Congress, and about five years ago 
its construction was intrusted to a commis...

sion consisting of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Secretary of the Interior, and the archi- 
tect of the United States Capito]. Matters 
did not progress very favorably under com- 
mission auspices, and hence Congress turned 
the matter over to the Chief of Engineers, who 
had just given proof of his ability in carrying 
out to a successful issue the building of the 
now famous Washington monument. 

Four acres of ground adjacent to the Capi- 
tol on the east have been secured and on this 
property there is now in course of construc- 
tion a magnificent white granite building, 470 
feet in length, 340 feet wide, and towering 
heavenward to a height of 170 feet. Italian 
Renaissance is the style of architecture, the 
granite used on the exterior bei Muscovite 
Bivtite from the Concord, N. H., quarries, 
while in a portion of the interior and court 
work stone from the quarries near Wuod- 
stock, Md., is utilized. When the building is 
completed—as it is expected to be five years 
hence—there will be accommodations on the 
shelves for 2,000,000 volumes, and the esti- 
mated cost of the finished structure is within 


$6,000,000. 

A feature of the interior will be an octagonal 
shaped reading-room 100 feet in diameter, 
and: where any one of 150 readers desires a 
book it will be brought to him by aneans of a 
mechanical device similar to that used in car- 
rying parcels and cash in all the leading retail 
houses of this country. In other words, small 
baskets will contain the books, which will be 
transported from the alcoves by means of the 
electrical mechanism with which all shoppers 
are so familiar. 

In the accompanying sketch, showing the 
condition of the Library Buildi Sept. 16, 
1891, it will be observed that the foundation 
and first story are completed to the arches 
and coverings of the second floor; and for 
that portion upward it is expected that at 
least five years more will be consumed to put 
the building in condition for oceupancy. 

Having no great colonnades and projections 
such as adorn the Capitol and other public 
buildings at Washington, considerable orna- 
mentation in the shape of carvi will be 
necessary to prevent the broad surfaces from 
looking bare. Therefore it has-been deter

mined that the front and upper part of the 
building shall be very ornate, the granite 


carving being elaborate and in good taste. 


There are thirty-three arches on the four sides 
of the building, and in ornamentimg the keys to 
these arches, which correspond exactly with 
the recognized number of races of man, it 
was suggested to have sculptured in boid re- 
lief on the key of each arch, a typical head of 
one race. With the assistance of Prof. Otis 
Mason of the Smithsonian Institution, and an 
authority on ethnography; casts of the several 
js ome have been secured, each being strongly 
characteristic, so as to make plain the pur- 
pose. A number of these have been finished 
and put in place and are very effective. Over 
the arches at the main entrance, which will be 
from the west, will be the types of the higher 
order and the vary lowest types will be at the 
back of the building. 

The outer walls of the building are of gran- 
ite. and in the interior masonry already over: 
14,000,000 bricks have been laid, All the brick

ven in the unfinished rough condition the 
building goes beyond the expectations aroused 
by a view of the drawings. Each year upon 
the assembling of Congress Gen. Casey makes 
areport of the operations of the building 
season, at the same time furnishi an esti- 
mate of the amount of. money which will be 
required for the season ensuing. This year 
Congress will be asked to appropriate $1,000,- 
000 for expediting the building of the Congres- 
sional Library, and as the work has reached a 
stage where itSshows for itself it is not antici- 
pated that there will be any setback for lack 
of necessary funds. 


PRIMITIVE WHALE-KILLING, 


Indians in Washington Capture Six Mon- 
sters in the Easiest Fashion. 

Letter in San Francisco Examiner: Last 
Friday, as the schooner Kobert Lewers, Capt. 
Penhallow, from Honolulu, was entering Fuca 
Strait, she passed five canoes filled with 
Indians, who were attacking a whale in their 
primitive style. The harpoons are fitted with 
a socket, into which the harpoon staff of solid 
yew is inserted. A lanyard about five fathoms 
long has one end fastened to the harpoon 
head and the other end secured to a buo 
made of hair sealskin taken off whole, wit 
the hair side in. The holes made by the flip- 
pers and neck are closed up air-tight, except 
that the neck has a hollow wooden plug, 
through which the Indian blows up the skin. 
while fresh and soft tall it is full of air, and 
when dried itis as tight as a drum as 
buoyant as a bladder. In attacking a whale the 
harpoon is driven into the blubber with great 
force, and the staff of the harpoon comes out 
of the socket, leaving the barbed head firmly 
fixed in the whale’s carcass, with the skin buoy 
floating on the other end of the lanyard. The 
Indians get as many harpoons into the whale 
as they can and the buoys prevent his sinking. 
The indians then kill the whale with their 
long lances and when dead he 1s towed ashore 
and the blubber and meat taken off and di- 
vided. The Indians were whooping and yell- 
ing, and finally the whale headed for the 
schooner and passed directly under, her bot- 
tom, buoys and all, giving those on board a 
fine chance to see- the circus. When the 
whale again came up the Indians were ready 
with their lances, and soon the water was dyed 
with its blood, and before the Lewers had got 
out of sight they had killed their huge game, 
and all the canoes were fast to it, a it 
ashore, with songs and shouts of victory. The 
Indian whah business at Cape Flattery is 
one of the fishing industries at Washington.

musicians are included among the buyers) of 
tickets. It seems but reasonable to suppose that 
those persons whose education, training, and 
study have been devoted to music would be 
the first to manifest a desire to attend con- 
certs of the imterest and musical value these 
will be. The excuse of hearmg so much mu- 
sic while teaching or practicing does not hold 
good, for orchestral music is entirely apart 
and different from that which the day’s rou- 
tine affords. No reason for this absence from 
among the purchasers of the teachers and mu- 
sicians, therefore, is evident save of procrasti- 
nation or indifference. If it be the former, 
they alone suffer; since the price of a seat for 
a single concert is higher than when taken for 
the season. If, however, it be indifference, it 
is to be deplored, for they are neglecting to 
support an enterprise which they should 
be the first to encourage. Further 
than this they are blind to _ their 
own pecuniary interests. Any organization, 
any undertaking, any series of entertainments 
which tends to educate the people or to arouse 
public interest in any branch of learning or 
art can but result in increased demand for in- 
struction in that branch or art. The establish- 
ing of the first school-house in a village, by 
virtue of the educational influence it exercises 
upon the community, soon results in a de- 
mand for larger quarters or else the found 
of a similar school in the near neighborhood, 
and this brings increase of employment to 
those capable of teaching. And the same fact 
is true of the establishing of a high school or 
academy in a large city. A series of lectures 
upon some scientific subject arouses in those 
who attend a desire for further knowledge of 
that subject, and those who are competent to 
instruct will find pupils coming to them for 
information. An art ethibit in a cit 
will awaken public interest in that art, an 
some will seek for further knowledge concern- 
ing it. The same istrue of music. A series 
of splendid orchestral concerts such as the 
Chicago Orchestra will give this season can- 
not but resultina marked improvement in 
the musica! taste of the general public. Bet- 
ter appreciation of good music, keener 
discrimination in the matter of what 
is artistic and what is not, deeper love for 
music, broader ideas concerning art and art 
works, and a desire to know more and under- 
stana better the meaning and beauties of mu- 
sic, cannot but in time result from ‘these 
concerts.

Codeine as a Substitute for Morphine— 
Better Pain-Killer than Opium Without 
Its Evil Effects, 

In a paper read before the American Medi- 
cal Association, May 6th, and published-in the 
Dietetic Gazette, Dr. J. B. Mattison empha- 
sizes the virtues of codeine and narceine as 
soporifics. 

Starting with the premise that pain and in- 
somnia, with the use and abuse of morphia 
for their relief, are the leading causes of mor- 
phinism, he commends the general employ- 
ment of codeine and nareceine when unodynes 


and hypnotics are indicated, instead of 


morphia. 

He defines the province of codeine to be re- 
lief of any and. every pain, and especially 
adapted, by virtue of its non-tolerant power, 
to neuralgic disorders which stand so largely 
in generic relation to the abuse of morphine. 
He considers codeine, even in incurable pain- 
ful conditions, better than morphia, bri 
ease without unpleasant gastric and other se- 
quelz of the latter drug. 

The hypnotic action of codeine is also dis- 
tinct and decided, and ma be quite apart 
from any analgesic need. It is a reliable 
soporific, though sometimes acting more 
slowly, yet without, the dullness of headache 
often sequeling morphine. 

A great gain in Using codeime vice morphine 
as an anodyne and hypnotic is, that it lacks 
that inexplicable influence of the latter in 
making itself felt apart from relief of pain 
and so creating & morbid condition, a so-call 
*“‘craving”’ that will not be deni 

Another point in favor of codeine i is the non- 
need of increasing the dose on long usage. 
The reverse so. often obtains with morphia 
that it marks one of the distressing features 
attending its nabitual use. An initial dose of 
one-half grain by mouth, or one-quarter to 
one-half grain by skin, is safe, and may be re- 
peated and increased as requi

Better than Any Story of the Fire, 
While the clerk of the Tremont just quoted was 
speaking a guest listened, and when Mike had 
finished the guest said, “I'll tell you a story of 
an early incident in Chicago that has never been 
written, and which in my opinion is better than 


rigation in farming. When they entered the 
valley of Great Salt Lake, in 1847, net a seed 
had been planted there by hand of man. Old 
Bridger, a trapper and hunter whom they met 
in the mountains, told them he would give 
them a bushel of gold for the first bushel of 
wheat they raised mm the valley. 

The first thing that the saints did when they 
settled was to dam a creek and irrigate a 
patch of ground, in which they planted what 
potatoes they had. Salt Lake City was laid 
out in ten-acre squares, each square being 
divided into eight lots. Rectangular streets 
ran between these squares. On each side of 
the -streets gutters were made, City Ureek 
was taken from its channel and ran through 
the city, the streams being divided at each 
corner. From the gutters the water was 
taken to the lots, and in 1851 there were 8,000 
people there living upon those little farms. 
Colonies were established up and down the 
Territory where water could be had, and irri- 


| gation became the source of life., Accord 


to the census of 1890 there are over 10; 
farms in Utah, and over 9,000 of them are 
watered by irrigation. Most of the others are 
oe ranches having streams.or springs, or 
both, 

But it is only of late that irrigation is being 
attempted in a large way. Two or three canals 
have been opened this year. Theo Bear River 
Canal isin two branches, one fifty and the 
other forty miles long. It will water 200,000 
acres. The Washington Canal com pony has 
just opened its ditch, twenty-three iniles long. 
This will irrigate 10,000 acres of the finest land 
in Southern Utah.
